Two  buildings  have  been  named 
at  JJC  to  honor  the  contributions  of 
two  former  administrators  and  a 
teacher. 

“J”  Building  has  been  named 
Brown-Spicer  Hall  and  the  gym  svill 
be  called  Wills  Gymnasium, 
following  action  by  the  board 
Monday  night. 

The  names  for  the  buildings 
were  chosen  by  a committee 
appointed  to  make  recommen- 
dations on  naming  buildings  on 
campus.  Serving  on  the  committee 
were  administrator  Richard 
Brandolino,  teacher  Steven  Lcnich, 
student  Debra  Pickens  and  Dr.  F. 
Wayne  Graham,  committee 
chairman  and  board  member. 

The  committee  also  suggested 
that  an  "Alumni  Hall  of  Fame"  be 
established  within  the  school.  The 
names  of  distinguished  and  famous 
alumni  of  the  school  will  be 
recorded.  The  “Hall  of  Fame 
night  be  placed  upon  the  walls  of 
the  bridge  or  student  center  of  the 
school.  A committee  has  been 
named  to  develop  criteria  for 
admission. 

Brown-Spicer  Hall  was  named  in 


honor  of  Dr.  J.  Stanley  Brown, 
superintendent  of  Joliet  Township 
High  School  at  the  inception  of  the 
junior  college  idea,  and  for  the 
organizational  ability  of  C-E. 
Spicer,  who  administered  the  initial 
stages  of  the  college  in  1901. 

Wills  Gymnasium  was  named 
after  Aubrey  A.  "Fizz"  Wills,  a 
present  board  member.  Wills  was 
recognized  for-hvs  long  tenure  as  an 
athletic  coach  at  JJC.  especially  in 


Any  student  who  wishes  to  vote 
in  the  March  16  primary  elections 
must  register  before  Feb.  17, 
according  to  Clara  Hartley 
Woodard.

No  end 
to  jam 

The  parking  crunch  will  continue  for  the  rest  of  this  year  because  there 
is  not  enough  money  to  build  a new  parking  lot. 

Despite  a total  15.6  percent  enrollment  increase  it  would  be  impossible 
to  get  the  community  college-board  and  the  state  together  this  year  to 
obtain  funds  for  a new  lot. 

"We  would  have  to  spend  the  money  out  of  local  funds  and  savings  and 
hope  for  state  reimbursement  later,"  explained  JJC  President  Harold 
McAninch.  "When  the  state  cut  money  when  building  (Brown-Spicer 
Hall)  was  built,  and  they  also  scrapped  plans  for  a 200  car  parking  lot." 

Original  plans  for  the  lot  put  it  right  next  to  the  visitors  lot  behind  B-S 
Hall.  This  is  still  the  most  likely  construction  site  of  a new  lot. 

It  would  cost  about  600  per  parking  space  if  built  today,  but  the  price 
will  invariably  go  up  before  construction  begins,  said  Dr.  McAninch. 

"I  know  the  parking  situation  is  bad  enough  during  the  day.  but  it  gets 
even  worse  at  night."  Dr.  McAninch  said. 

“I  know  we're  going  to  need  a new  parking  lot.  but  its  just  going  to  be  a 
matter  of  time  before  we  get  it.” 


Bus  loses  despite  lower  fare

Record  policy 


to  be  reviewed

After  the  one-year  trial  period  ended  last  July,  the  question  of 
whether  to  reinstate  the  Scholastic  Record  Review  Policy  or  not  is 
still  unanswered. 

The  Scholastic  Record  Review  Policy  offers  a \Vay  for  a student 
who  has  done  poorly  for  one  reason  or  another  at  JJC  to  have  his 
poor  grades  erased  from  his  record  after  changing  majors.  There 
are  certain  requirements  that  have  to  be  met  before  a student  can 
appeal  for  this. 

All  cases  are  reviewed  at  the  discretion  of  a board  of  appeals, 
which  consists  of  the  director  of  admissions,  the  chairman  of  the 
Scholastic  Standards  Committee,  the  student's  respective  dean  and 
a faculty  member. 

The  review  policy  is  not  in  effect  presently  since  the  trial  period  of 
one  year  ended  last  July.  In  that  years  time  30  students  applied  for 
review  to  the  Board. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Scholastic  Standards  Committee  Feb.  13.  the 
policy  is  to  be  brought  up  and  possibly  settled. 

There  ore  some  changes  expected  to  be  made  in  the  policy. 
Stricter  guidelines  may  be  required  before  an  appeal  can  be  made. 
Also,  while  a student's  poor  grades  aren't  averaged  into  the  grade 
point  average,  they  remain  on  his  record  for  the  benefit  of  the  school 
the  student  transfers  to.

Operating  funds  for  the  bus  line 
come  from  the  JMTD.  but  losses 
are  subsidized  by  the  Regional 
Transit  Association(RTA).  Because 
of  this  the  RTA  has  final  say  on 
whether  the  line  remains 
operating. 


"1  would  like  to  give  it  some 
time.”  said  Lawson.  "Because  it 
might  take  four  or  five  years  for  the 
line  to  fully  develop.  But  RTA  is  the 
big  daddy  that  holds  the  purse 
strings  and  they  decide  what  goes 
and  what  doesn't." 


repeated  requests  from  JJC 
officials,  is  experiencing  heavy 
losses.  Ed  Lawson.  JMTD  director 
of  operations,  said.  "We  are  very 
definitely  experiencing  losses.  In 
fact,  we're  not  even  paying  for  the 
fuel." 


Despite  losses,  JMTD  has 
instigated  a special  fare  for  JJC 
riders.  Other  riders  pay  a far  of  35 
cents  overall  and  10  cents  every 
time  they  transfer.  But  student 
riders  can  buy  a 56.25  ticket  good 
for  25  rides  which  eliminates  the 
transfer  fare  and  cuts  the  over-all 
riding  cost  to  25  cents  per  ride. 


RTA  would  like  to  have  55  per 
cent  of  the  operating  cost  coming 
from  passenger  revenues,  he 
added.  This  is  approximately  1.76 
revenue  passengers  per  mile  daily. 

RTA  may  be  undecided  whether 
or  not  to  continue  the  line,  but  to 
students  like  Mary  Dillon,  it  has 
become  an  easy  and  economical 
way  to  get  to  school.  "I  would  like 


to  drive  every  day,  but  the  bus  is 
more  convenient  and  you  don't 
have  to  find  a parking  place." 

"They  really  get  quite  a few 
people”  said  Mary.  "More  than 
they  think  they  do.  I suppose 
everyone  could  make  other 
arrangements,  (if  the  bus  closes 
down)  but  it  wouldn't  be  easy  and  it 
would  mess  a lot  of  people  up.” 


RTA  would  like  to  provide  this 
kind  of  service  for  all  junior 
colleges,  said  Lawson.  “We  don't 
expect  to  make  money  on  this 
particular  line.  It  is  mainly  just  a 
public  service  for  the  colleges.”

The  possibility  of  another  tuition  hike  in  the  near 
future  is  highly  unlikely,  according  to  JJC  Pres. 
Harold  McAninch  and  Doris  Slocum,  director  of 
community  relations. 

Both  feel  the  JJC  Board  would  be  loath  to  approve 
another  raise  in  tuition  costs  so  soon  after  the  S2  per 
credit  hour  increase  that  went  into  effect  this 
semester. 

However,  Dr.  McAninch  feels  that  balancing  the 
budget  next  year  will  be  extremely  difficult. 

"This  year  we  should  make  it,  but  if  we  don’t  get 
more  help  from  the  state  next  year,  wc  may  go  into 
the  red,"  said  Dr.  McAninch.

Ms.  Slocum  said  one  reason  for  the  tight  money 
situation  will  be  an  across  the  board  6 per  cent  wage 
increase  for  teachers  and  administrators.

J Building,  although  officially  named  Brown-Spicer  Hall,  has  begun  to 
be  referred  to  on  official  documents  and  notices  as  Spicer-Brown  Hall. 


The  change  occurred  because  administrators  disliked  an  abbreviated 
form  of  the  new  name.  B-S  Hall,  according  to  reports. 


However,  college  Pres.  Harold  McAninch  said  no  change  was  made 
because  the  board  approved  two  names  but  it  was  up  to  the  administration 
to  decide  which  way  the  names  were  to  be  used.  He  said  no  official  board 
action  was  needed. 


The  administration  building  was  named  Brown-Spigcr  Hall  following 
action  by  the  board  Jan.  '19,  according  to  board  minutes.  Honored  were 
Dr.  J.  Stanley  Brown,  superintendent  of  Joliet  Township  High  School  at 
the  inception  of  the  junior  college  idea.  andC.E.  Spicer,  who  administered 
the  initial  stages  of  the  college  in  1*101. 


The  board  also  approved  calling  the  gymnasium.  Wills  Gymnasium, 
after  Aubrey  A.  "Fizz”  Wills,  a board  member  and  former  school 
basketball  coach.

Little  choice  in  candidates 

More  SGA  voters  turn  out 


Shortage 
of  money 
for  pupils 


SPRINGFIELD. -Students  who 
were  promised  scholarship  grants 
arc  in  for  a big  surprise,  according 
to  the  Association  of  Illinois 
Student  Governments  (A1SG). 

There  is  a S3. 5 million  shortage 
of  Illinois  State  Scholarship 
Commission  (ISSC)  funds  for 
grants  promised  to  second  sem- 
ester and  thrid  quarter  students. 
Unless  new  funds  become  avail- 
able. many  students  who  arc 
already  enrolled  will  be  billed  for 
part  of  their  tuitions  that  they 
thought  the  state  had  paid. 

"This  is  a financial  crisis  of 
major  proportion,  but  as  usual,  the 
administrators  seem  to  be  taking  u 
in  stride.”  said  Murv  Bradv.  AISG 
Executive  Director.  The  ISSC 
doesn’t  even  plan  to  request 
additional  funds  to  cover  the 
shortage.”  she  added.  AISG  will 
attempt  to  get  a supplemental 
appropriations  bill  for  emergency 
funds  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  according  to  Brady. 
"We  are  asking  the  universities  to 
delay  billing  the  students  until  the 
legislation  can  be  considered."  she 
said. 

Brady  said  that  the  ISSC 
shortage  is  particularly  disturbing 
in  light  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education's  proposed  tuition 
increase.  "Scholarship  funds  arc 
supposed  to  absorb  the  proposed 
tuition  increases  for  needy  stu- 
dents. but  already  the  Scholarship 
Commission  lias  promised  grants 
that  it  cannot  afford.  Student 
leaders  across  the  state  are 
outraged  at  this  new  evidence  of 
the  ISSC's  incompetence."  she 
claimed. 

Brady  said  the  AISG  is 
conducting  a statewide  petition 
drive  to  fight  the  tuition  increase, 
along  with  its  attempts  to  get 
emergency  funds  for  the  ISSC. 

( The  AISG  is  an  affiliation  of  21 
student  organizations  at  public 
colleges  and  universities  having  a 
combined  enrollment  of  170.000

Low  voter  turnout  and  a smaller 
than  usual  number  of  candidates 
running  for  office  have  been  two 
major  problems  confronting  the 
Student  Government  Association 
(SGA)  this  year. 

Less  than  one  per  cent  of  the 
student  body,  approximately  170 
students,  voted  in  the  student 
senate  election  last  fall.  Many  of 
those  who  did  vote  merely  marked 
the  first  30  names  on  the  ballot  ■ 
containing  34  names,  according  to 
Henry  Pillard.  director  of  student 

Almost  double  that  number.  355 
students  voted  In  the  Jan.  30 
election  of  SGA  senators'  replace- 
ments for  spring  semester. 

Some  attributed  the  larger 
turnobt  to  the  free  gift  packs  for 
girls  which  were  distributed  in 
conjunction  with  the  election,  but 
Pillard  disagreed. 

Although  a sign  advertising  the 
gift  packs  and  urging  people  to  vote 
was  posted  near  the  polling  place. 
Pillard  denied  that  the  gift  packs 
were  used  to  attract  voters.  The  gift 
packs  were  given  away  at  the 
polling  place  because  it  was  a place 
where  a lot  of  persons  would  be 
congregating  and  he  wanted  to  get 
rid  of  the  gift  packs.  Pillard  said. 

"Many  of  the  girls  who  received 
gift  packs  did  qot  even  vote." 
Pillard  idded. 


Pillard  attributed  the  low  turnout 
at  the  polls  to  the  lack  of  student 
awareness.  "The  big  problem  is 
that  many  of  the  kids  don't  know  all 
the  people  that  are  running.  It  is  a 
universal  junior  college  problem." 
said  Pillard. 


He  also  expressed  disenchant- 
ment with  the  present  system  and 
said  he  did  not  have  much 
confidence  in  the  student  body's 
ability  to  pick  the  best  people  for 
the  job.  Not  knowing  all  the 
candidates,  the  student  body  may 


vote  in  the  wrong  people  and  turn 
the  good  ones  away,  Pillard  said. 


Finding  enough  people  to  run  for 
SGA  to  fill  quota's  has  also  put  a 
strain  on  the  democratic  process  at 
JJC.  Twelve  persons  ran  for  the  10 
senate  seats  available. 


"This  is  the  worst  turnout  that 
we  have  ever  had."  said  Pillard  "If 
we  had  delayed  the  election  until 
sometime  in  February,  we  could 
have  had  more  running,  but  we 


needed  to  get  the  new  kids  in  and 
working." 

The  JJC  congress  constitution 
requires:  "Student  senators  at 

large  will  be  elected  according  to 
the  following  ratios:  one  for  every 
150  full-time  students  up  to  3.000 
and  one  for  every  200  thereafter." 

"The  quota  system,  should  be 
looked  ai  and  revised."  said 
Pillard.  "It  could  be  cut  back  to  25 
to  30  members.  Although.  I am 
opposed  to  turning  down  anyone 
who  wants  to  work  on  SGA."  said 
Pillard. 


No  hike 
in  tuition 

Gov.  Daniel  Walker  has 
announced  that  he  would  reject  the 
proposed  increase  in  tuition  for 
students  at  state  universities.  He 
said  that  such  an  increase  would 
hurt  the  people  who  could  least 
afford  it.  middle  income  families 
who  have  been  hit  hard  by 
inflation.  "This  will  make  the 
fourth  consecutive  year  without  a 
tuition  increase."  Walker  said.

Waubonsee  changes  SGA

Waubonsee  Junior  College  in  Sugar  Grove  three 
years  ago  faced  the  same  student  government 
problem  which  now  faces  JJC -getting  their  student 
body  to  participate  in  the  democratic  process. 

Low  voter  turnout  and  only  three  candidates 
running  for  nine  senate  seats  prompted  student 
government  officials  there  to  appoint  a committee  to 
work  out  a solution  to  the  problem. 

The  committee  devised  a plan  that  would  separate 
the  original  governing  body  into  three  parts  made  up 
of  a student  activities  committee,  a student 
organizational  council  and  a publication  board. 

"Our  old  system  wasn't  working.  We  couldn't  get 
the  student  body  to  participate  in  voting  or  working 
with  the  student  government."  said  Tom  Lindbloom. 
student  government  advisor  at  Waubonsee. 

No  elections  arc  held  for  these  committees. 
Volunteers  work  on  the  student  activities  committee 
and  the  publications  board,  with  the  stipulation  that 


members  of  the  publications  board  (staff  and 
students)  who  work  in  the  area.  The  student 
organizational  council  is  made  up  of  representatives 
from  the  various  clubs  on  campus.  No  regulations 
have  been  set  up  for  the  election  or  appointment  of 
these  committees  but  it  is  left  up  to  the  individual 
clubs. 

"We  have  had  no  complaints  from  the  student  body 
on  this  form  of  government."  said  Lindbloom.  "The 
problem  is  that  the  student  who  is  not  involved  in  a 
club  is  not  represented."  he  continued. 

In  our  other  system,  one  body  of  government  was 
doing  all  of  the  work,  whereas  in  this  system  it  allows 
for  more  specialization."  said  Lindbloom. 

Henry  Pillard.  JJC  director  of  student  affairs,  called 
the  Waubonsee  system  a cop-out.  At  the  present  time 
JJC  was  not  even  considering  the  plan.  Pillard  said. 
"We  would  consider  that  plan  only  as  a last  resort." 

"Dictatorship  is  the  easiest  form  of  government, 
but  1 believe  that  a junior  college  has  a duty  to 
promote  the  democratic  process."  he  said.

Trail  making  okayed

Plans  for  the  installation  of 
Bicentennial  paths  and  ecology 
trails  on  campus  have  been 
endorsed  by  the  college  board  and 
are  awaiting  the  approval  of  college 
Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 

A six-page  plan,  prepared  by  Dr. 

William  Zales,  botany  instructor, 
includes  nine  phases  for  the 
implementation  of  the  paths,  and  a 
listing  of  permanent  signs,  trails, 
tree  planting  and  a possible 
arboretum. 

Six  work  phases  on  the  trails 
include  putting  together  the 
original  design,  clearing  the  paths, 
preparing  the  permanent  signs, 
constructing  the  trails,  preparing  a 
one-page  trail  guide  and  improving 
the  existing  prairie  land. 

Three  more  phases  will  augment 
the  trails.  These  phascsincludc  the 
planting  of  a pine  stand,  a 
Christmas  tree  farm  and  an 
arboretum.  The  arboretum  is  a 
program  for  mass  planting  of  trees 
and  shrubs  between  the  entrance 
and  exit  roads  on  campus. 

Funding  for  this  project  will

Most  locks 
thief  s key

Eighty  to  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
door  locks  on  homes  in  the  U.S.  are 
ineffective  in  stopping  burglars, 
according  to  Officer  Jim  Boucher  of 
the  Joliet  Police  Department. 

Boucher,  also  know  as  Officer 
Friendly,  spoke  on  crime  pre- 
vention at  the  Law  Enforcement 
Club  luncheon  Feb.  11. 

He  said  that  most  of  thefts  in 
residential  areas  are  done  by 
amateurs  and  could  be  easily 
prevented  by  the  installation  of 
more  complex  locks. 

Boucher  warned  the  club  about 
congamcs  in  which  thieves  pass 
themselves  off  as  city  water 
inspectors,  gain  admittance  to  a 
home  and  burgarize  it  while  the 
unknowing  resident  is  kept  busy  in 
another  part  of  the  house. 

He  also  talked  about  an 
experiment  called  Operation  Iden- 
tification in  which  the  valuable 
items  were  permanently  engraved 
with  identifying  numbers,  like  the 
owner's  driver's  license  number, 
the  result  was  that  thefts  in  that 
area  almost  completely  ceased 
because  stolen  items  were  trace- 
able and  therefore  not  easily  sold.

Primaries

An  unusual  number  of  hotly 
contested  races  will  confront  both 
Democrats  and  Republicans  March 
16  when  they  select  their  parties' 
nominees  for  the  fall  general 
election. 

Few  spots  on  either  parties' 
ballot  lack  a contest.  Intra-party 
challenges  stretch  from  the 
presidential  to  the  county  board 
level.  The  operation  of  seven 
campaign  headquarters  in  down- 


town Joliet,  four  by  Democrats  and 
three  by  Republicans,  demon- 
strates the  intense  interest  in  this 
spring's  primary. 

The  bitter  fight  between 
Secretary  of  State  Michael  Howlett 
and  Governor  Daniel  Walker  for 
the  Democratic  gubenatorial 
nomination  dominates  that  party's 
activities.  Locally,  Citizens  for 
Howlett  chairman  Joseph  E.  Duffy 
of  Joliet  has  charged  that.  "Walker 
is  not  running  on  the  issues.  He’s 
running  a very  negative  cam- 
paign." Lloyd  Betourney  of  Park 
Forest,  Walker’s  political  action 
coordinator  in  Will  County, 
maintains,  "We  have  every  issue 
on  our  side.  Dan  Walker  has 
spoken  out  while  his  opponent  has 

While  the  campaign  front  men 
mimic  the  rhetoric  of  their  candi- 
dates. volunteers  shoulder  the 
decisive  but  unglamorous  work  of 
phoning  and  visiting  the  estimated 
17,000  Democratic  primary  voters 


‘hotly  contested’ 


in  the  county.  Betourney  boasts,  of 
400  Walker  door-to-door  can- 
vassers but  fears  that  without  more 
help  "Daley  machine"  perfidy  will 
cripple  his  election  day  effort. 

Duffy  is  predicting  victory  for 
Howlett  but  concedes  that  the 
victor's  margin  here  will  be 
"tight".  His  Howlett  organization 
is  relying  on  telephone  work  by 
Democratic  precinct  committeemen 
and  Lewis  University  and  College 
of  St.  Francis  students. 

Democrats  and  Republicans  alike 
will  indicate  their  presidential 
preference  and  also  select  dele- 
gates to  this  summer's  national 
nominating  conventions  on 
Tuesday.  March  16.  Incumbent 
Republican  President  Gerald  Ford 
and  challenger  Ronald  Reagan  will 
clash  for  the  fourth  time  in  as  many 
Tuesdays.  The  Illinois  primary  is 
the  first  to  be  held  in  the  vote-rich, 
industrial  Midwest  and  both  Ford 
and  Reagan  have  infused  it  with 
crucial  money,  time  and  signi- 


ficance. 

The  preferential  vote  for 
president  has  little  political  value 
since  delegates  will  not  be  bound  to 
support  the  preferential  winner. 
Delegates  of  declared  preference, 
if  elected,  must  cast  their  first  vote 
at  the  convention  for  their 
candidate.  In  the  17th  Congress- 
ional District,  a full  slate  of  eight 
delegates  is  running  committed  to 
former  California  governor 
Reagan.  Ford  has  but  one  delegate, 
an  alternate,  running  pledged  to 
him. 

The  1 7th  district  consists  of  Will. 
Kankakee  and  Iroquois  Counties 
and  Bloom  Township  of  Cook 
County. 

The  local  Ford  and  Reagan 
organizations  are  calling  the  same 
voters,  using  the  same  techniques, 
and  both  are  emphasizing  Ford's 
incumbency  and  Reagan's  per- 
sonality. The  Reagan  effort  aims  to 
elect  delegates,  however,  while  the 
Ford  push  is  to  win  the  preferential 


"beauty  contest.” 

If  Reagan  accumulates  a signific- 
ant number  of  delegates  in  the 
caucus  states  and  the  early 
primaries  in  New  Hampshire. 
Massachusetts,  and  Florida.  Ford's 
concentration  on  the  preferential 
vote  here  in  Illinois  may  prove 
foolish.  A rich  harvest  of  delegates 
here  in  the  state  of  his  birth  will  be 
a giant  boost  to  Reagan's 
candidacy  and  a very  damaging 
blow  to  the  President.

Play  ribs  men

The  American  Dame  is  an 
American  dream  come  true.  With 
banners  flying  and  flags  waving, 
this  bright  three-act  play  marched 
softly  into  Playhouse  '76  Feb.  18 
through  21. 

The  American  Dame,  by  Phillip 
Lewis,  is  a kaleidoscope  of  conflicts 
between  the  opposite  sexes  which 
carries  the  audience  through  some 
of  the  major  men-women  battles  in 
the  history  of  our  planet. 

Beginning  with  Adam  and  Eve 
and  whirling  up  to  the  present  day. 
the  play  deals  with  the  many 
difficulties  women  have  had  to 
confront  in  order  to  gain  equality. 

While  the  plays  thematic 
material  is  composed  of  balleyhoos 
for  women's  sufferage,  the  play  as 
a whole  holds  no  nightmares  for  the 
menfolk. 

Several  weeks  before  opening 
night,  director  Robert  Mallery 
prophetically  announced  that 
"much  of  the  play's  success  would 
depend  upon  the  actors  interpre- 
tation of  their  assigned  roles." 

Versatile  performances  were 
turned  in  by  each  of  the  three 
chaps  -Bill  Greene.  Jim  Honiotes 
and  Todd  Kutches--and  three 
amiable  maidens -LuAnn  Dwyer, 
Cindy  Wickstrom  and  Carol 
Zuchowski.  They  made  the  transi- 
tion from  one  character  to  another 
with  case.  This  remarkable  process 
of  change  was  not  brought  about 
with  (he  aid  of  a magic  potion,  but 
simply  by  changing  voice  tonality 
and  facial  expressions.  The 
intensity  of  their  theatrical  talents 
were  heightened  by  the  fact  that 
make-up  and  props  were  kept  to  a 
minimum. 

The  plays'  three  acts  were 
divided  into  three  different  time 
periods.  Act  One  covers  the  days 
following  the  fall  of  Eden  up  to  the 
19th  Century. 

Act  Two  glides  swiftly  into  the 
new  century  before  hitting  several 
ruts.  Around  the  middle  of  the 
second  act  the  dialogue  begins  to 
volley  back  and  forth  like  a 
ping-pong  ball  that  had  been 
dipped  in  peanut  butter  prior  to 
game  time.  The  words  stuck  to  the 
stage. 

The  play  proceeds  into  the  third 
act.  not  unpleasant,  often  stupid, 
sprinkled  with  silly  puns,  and  at 
limes  forced  humor.  Yet.  from  the 
warmth  of  laughter  swelling  from 
the  audience  one  receives  the 
impression  that  everyone  is 
enjoying  himself. 

Much  of  the  evening's  success  is 
due  to  the  fine  work  turned  in  by 
the  sound  and  lighting  crews. 
Synchronization  was  crucial  if  the 
piay's  timing  was  not  to  be  thrown 
out  of  coordination  with  the  actor's 
movements  on  stage.  Paul  Plese 
and  Dave  Olson,  chairperson  of  the 
respective  crews,  should  be 
commended  for  the  fine  job  they 
did  in  adding  to  the  special  effects. 

The  American  Dante  was  a 
Bicentennial  production.  Red. 
white,  and  blue  bunting  festooned 
the  backdrop  of  the  theatre,  adding

Ken  Lewis  was  named  a national  champion  and  Joliet  Junior  College 
captured  ninth  place  in  the  17th  annual  National  Junior  College  Wrestling 
Tournament  this  past  weekend. 

A near-capacity  crowd  saw  Lewis  win  five  straight  matches,  and  became 
one  of  the  10  national  champions  for  1976. 

Lewis,  a sophomore  at  JJC,  is  no  stranger  to  major  junior  college 
competition  as  he  was  runner-up  at  167  lbs.  in  last  year's  tournament. 
This  year  Ken  won  the  167  lbs.  category  by  defeating  Craig  Cody  of 
Monroe  Community  College  4-3  in  the  semifinals,  and  Max  Tafoya  of 
McCook  Nebraska  3-2  in  the  finale. 

Lewis  is  considered  a major  college  prospect  and  "Has  worked  long  and 
hard  to  overcome  the  obstacles  enroute  to  becoming  a champion.” 
according  to  Coach  Henry  Pillard.  "The  competition  is  sensational.  Ken’s 
matches  were  all  close  with  the  exception  of  one.  I am  very  happy!” 

JJC  was  (he  only  team  in  the  state  to  place  in  the  top  10  as  state 
champion  Triton  Junior  College  was  far  down  the  list.  Cuyahoga  of  Ohio 
won  the  event  with  61  points,  compared  with  JJC's  29'/a  points. 

Giff  Thurman,  another  JJC  sophomore,  finish  sixth  at  177  lbs.,  but  was 
denied  a chance  at  higher  place  because  of  a pulled  rib  cage  which  occured 
during  a match  with  Mark  Yarrick  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  Thurman 
suffered  his  only  loss  to  Yarrick.  8-5. 

Darnell  Griffen  at  134  lbs.  made  it  to  the  quarter  finals  before  dropping 
a decision  to  Gregg  Presslerof  Michigan  9-6.  Both  freshmen,  Derek  White 
at  158  lbs.  and  Denny  Lake  at  118  lbs.  both  lost  first-round  matches.  Both 
Lake  and  White  will  return  next  year.

Lot  planned

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
student  parking  lot  near  the 
administration  building  and  two 
additional  exit  lanes  leading  from 
the  college  will  be  sent  to  state 
authorities  for  approval  as  a result 
of  action  taken  by  the  junior  college 
board. 

Full  board  approval  for  the 
project,  however,  was  not  given. 
The  board  delayed  their  approval 
until  a survey  could  be  taken  to 
show  the  need  for  the  project. 

Inadequate  parking  facilities 
during  peak  hours  and  a 13  per  cent 
projected  enrollment  increase  for 
next  year  were  two  reasons  for  the 
project's  proposal  according  to 
administration  officials. 

State  parking  officials  recom- 
mend that  junior  colleges  have  70 
percent  of  parking  space  per 
daytime  student  enrolled.  JJC 
currently  has  I '971  parking  spaces 
for  3' 197  daytime  students  or  61 


percent  of  parking  space.  The 
percentage  is  even  less  for  evening 
students  because  of  their  greater 
number. 

Rescheduling  classes  to  lighten 
the  parking  load  during  peak  hours 
was  suggested  as  an  alternative  to 
the  parking  lot. 

"If you  go  out  there  (JJC)  after  2 
p.m.  you  can  park  anywhere."  said 
Dan  Kennedy.  JJC  board  member. 
Instead  of  having  all  the  courses 
from  about  8 a.m.  until  noon,  some 
of  the  overcrowding  might  be 
alleviated  by  rescheduling  the 
classes  and  expanding  the  school 
day.  It  is  an  area  that  should  at 
least  be  explored."  Kennedy  said. 

Kennedy  along  with  other  board 
members  also  expressed  the  need 
to  see  figures  on  the  numbers  of 
parking  decals  issued,  the  exact 
number  of  parking  places  JJC  has 
and  the  number  of  students 
enrolled,  before  a vote  on  the 
project  could  be  taken. 


If  the  plans  for  the  parking  lot 
are  not  approved,  temporary 
measures  may  have  to  be  taken, 
according  to  college  president 
Harold  McAninch.  "We  haven't 
really  looked  into  that  possibility 
yet."  McAninch  said.  Temporary 
measures  might  include  graveling 
some  areas  to  be  used  as  parking 
spaces. 

Rescheduling  classes,  however, 
would  not  be  a viable  alternative, 
according  to  McAninch.  In  order 
for  the  rescheduling  to  work,  one 
group  of  students  would  come  in 
the  morning  and  one  group  in  the 
afternoon,  said  McAninch.  That 
could  complicate  the  problem. 

A student  instead  of  having  all  of 
his  classes  in  the  morning  and 
leaving  would  have  to  attend 
classes  both  in  the  morning  and  the 
afternoon.  This  would  create  a 
parking  problem  at  all  times  of  the 
day  instead  of  just  the  morning,  he 
explained. 
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‘PLATO’  to  visit  JuCo

A demonstration  of  PLATO,  a 
computer-assisted  instructional 
system  at  the  University  of  Illinois, 
will  be  at  10  a.m.  and  3 p.m. 
Thursday  in  room  J2005  for 
students  and  teachers  in  all 
subjects  to  experiment  with. 

PLATO  stands  for  Programmed 
Logic  for  Automatic  Teaching 
Operations.  It  was  developed  by 
Donald  L.  Bitzer,  director  of  the  U 
of  I's  Computer-assisted  Educa- 
tional Research  Laboratory 
(CERL). 

More  than  200  persons  have 


programmed  lessons  which  arc 
stored  in  PLATO'S  memory,  and 
nearly  1 20  different  disciplines  use 
the  system  at  the  U.  of  1. 
according  to  Bitzer. 

The  system  consists  of  a 
keyboard  and  a display  screen 
similar  to  a television  screen, 
linked  to  the  computer.  Additional 
equipment  includes  slide  projec- 
tors. audio  units  so  the  computer 
will  "talk"  to  the  student  and  a 
touch-sensitive  display  screen  in 
which  the  student  uses  his  Finger  as 
another  input  device.  PLATO  will 
determine  if  the  answer  is  right  or 
wrong,  and  then  the  student  is 


informed  of  the  results. 

There  arc  over  8.000  lessons, 
drills,  experiments,  and  games 
available  to  the  student  through 
PLATO.  Information,  diagrams, 
pictures  in  black  and  white  as  well 
as  color  are  displayed  on  the 

In  six  years  the  system  has 
grown  from  20  terminals  for  200 
students  to  an  international  system 
including  400  terminals  at  the 
Urbana  campus  and  300  others  at 
100  locations  from  Connecticut  to 
California.  There  is  even  a PLATO 
terminal  in  Frankfurt.  Germany. 


PLATO  is  the  only  university 
computer  system  in  the  country 
which  allows  students  to  "reason" 
with  the  computer  for  the  lessons, 
although  other  universities  have 
programs  that  allow  students  to  call 
up  video-taped  lectures. 

PLATO  is  also  a recreational 
instrument.  Students  may  play 
chess  - - cither  by  finding  a partner 
at  any  other  PLATO  terminal  in  the 
country,  or  by  playing  against  the 
computer.  Other  games  include 
blackjack,  scrabble,  bridge  and 
bingo. 

In  addition  to  lessons  and  games. 


PLATO  can  be  programmed  with 
lab  exams,  quizzes,  and  tests.  It's 
also  an  electronic  grade  book, 
giving  students  a complete  listing 
of  how  they  have  done  on  each 
lesson,  quiz  and  exam. 

At  this  time.  Bitzer  is  the  only 
person  with  a PLATO  terminal  in 
his  home.  "We  want  to  develop  a 
network  of  a million  terminals  in 
the  I980's  and  we  want  to  be  able 
to  get  a PIATO  terminal  into  a 
home  for  SSOO."  Bitzer  said. 

"Accomplishment  of  those  goals 
could  revolutionize  education  for 
millions  of  Americans."  said  Joan 
Ramuta.  Computer  Club  sponsor. 


Walker's  budget  ‘ inadequate 9 


Springfield.  Illinois.  March  3, 

1976  - - Governor  Daniel  Walker's 
higher  education  budget  recom- 
mendation is  woefully  inadequate, 
according  to  Mary  Brady.  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Association  of 
Illinois  Student  Governments. 
"The  Governor  has  pleased 
student  voters  by  opposing  a 
tuition  increase  and  supporting  an 
emergency  appropriation  for  the 
Illinois  State  Scholarship  Commis- 
sion's direct  grant  program,  but  he 
is  apparently  going  after  student 
votes  at  the  expense  of  quality 
higher  education."  Brady  said. 

Illinois'  colleges  and  universities 
requested  almost  S927  million  for 
operations  and  grants  in  Fiscal  year 

1977  budget  proposals  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
The  BHE  recommended  a budget 
of  S861  million,  along  with  a tuition 
increase.  If  the  increase  were 
rejected,  the  BHE  recommended 
an  alternate  budget  of  S847  million. 
Governor  Walker's  proposal  to  the 
Genera]  Assembly  further  reduces 


the  higher  education  budget  to 
S818  million,  for  a total  cut  of  SI  10 
million  from  the  initial  operations 
and  grants  request. 

"Last  year  at  this  time  Governor 
Walker  recommended  S718  million 
for  higher  education  from  the 
general  revenue  fund."  Brady 
said.  “This  year  he  wants  the 
institutions  to  live  on  S719  million 
from  general  revenue,  despite 
inflationary  pressures  and  increas- 
ed enrollments." 

Brady  said  that  Illinois  compares 
poorly  with  other  states  in  funding 
of  higher  education.  "Illinois 
ranked  43rd  in  the  nation  in  higher 
education  increases  over  the  last 
ten-year  period."  she  said.  " and  if 
the  General  Assembly  approves  the 
Governor's  FY  '77  recommenda- 
tion. I wouldn't  be  surprised  if  we 
hit  rock  bottom." 

Students  fear  that  the  General 
Assembly  may  feel  compelled  to 
approve  a tuition  increase  to 
supplement  the  low  level  of 
funding  recommended  by  Governor 


Walker,  according  to  Brady. 
Another  possibility  suggested  by 
Brady  is  that  the  higher  education 
system  governing  boards  may 
authorize  tuition  increases  now  and 
go  to  the  General  Assembly  for 
permission  to  spend  the  money 
next  fall.  She  said  that  many 
community  colleges  would  pro- 
bably raise  their  tuitions  if 
insufficient  state  funding  is 
provided. 

"Students  arc  circulating  peti- 
tions to  keep  tuition  down,  but  the 
same  petitions  request  adequate 
funding  for  higher  education." 
Brady  said.  "A1SG  has  consistently 


maintained  that  Illinois  is  not 
making  a strong  enough  effort  lo 
reach  its  Constitutional  goal  of 
educating  all  citizens  to  the  limits 
of  their  capacities.  We  are  deeply 
disappointed  by  Governor  Walker's 
arrangement  of  priorities."  she 
said,  "and  students  will  now  be 
looking  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  relief.” 

The  Association  of  Illinois 
Student  Governments  is  an  affilia- 
lion  of  student  organizations  of  21 
public  colleges  and  universities 
having  a combined  total  enrollment 
of  170.000.

Grant  cuts: 
no  affect 


Cuts  in  the  Illinois  State 
Scholarship  Commission  (ISSC) 
grants  will  not  affect  the  420 
part-  and  full-time  students  who 

receive  this  grant  at  JJC. 

The  reason  for  this  is  because 
JJC  is  absorbing  the  students’  cost, 
according  to  Jeffrey  King.  Financial 
aids  director. 

It  was  proposed  originally  to  cut 
12  to  18  percent  in  ISSC  full-time 
grams.  However,  the  State  General 
Assembly  is  expected  to  consider 
'supplemental  legislation  to  offset 
the  ISSC  deFicit.  according  to  the 
Association  of  Illinois  Student 
Governments. 

In  the  mean  time,  a resolution 
has  been  introduced  asking  Illinois 
college  officials  not  to  bill  students 
until  the  General  Assembly  has 
considered  the  legislation.

Walker  also  criticized  junior 
colleges  for  offering  too  many  "frill 
courses."  He  said  that  college 
administrators  arc  using  these 
courses  to  attract  more  students  so 
that  they  can  qualify  for  more  state 
aid. 

Board  members  and  the 
teachers'  union  of  JJC  have  sent 
letters  to  Walker  asking  him  to 
clarify  his  remarks.  In  a combined 
statement  sent  out  to  all  faculty- 
members.  union  president  John 
Stobart  and  college  president 
Harold  McAninch  said.  "Wc  think 
this  is  a very  interesting  statement 
that  indicated  a lack  of  knowledge 
of  the  role  and  function  of  the 
community  college."

Walker’s  view  conflicts  with  statistics 


Governor  Daniel  Walker's  view  on  the  function  of  a community  college 
is  very  narrow  and  uneducated.  He  has  obviously  not  had  much  contact 
with  the  community  college  system  or  the  needs  of  the  people  it  serves. 

Walker  has  stated  the  community  colleges  should  serve  only  those 
student  seeking  vocational  education  or  who  cannot  gel  accepted  at  any 
other  college. 

But  the  local  demand  differs  from  Walker's  view. 

Of  those  now  enrolled  at  JJC.  53  per  cent  are  taking  baccalaureate  or 
continuing  education  courses.  39  per  cent  are  taking  vocational  courses 
and  7 per  cent  arc  taking  general  education  courses  or  not  planning  to 


transfer  to  a four-year  school  after  graduating  from  JJC. 

The  majority  of  JJC  students  are  pursuing  a baccalauraeatc  degree  or 
continuing  education  courses.  They  arc  here  because  it  is  less  expensive 
than  four-year  colleges  or  close  to  homes  and  jobs. 

The  Blazer  hopes  Walker  will  broaden  his  outlook  and  sec  the 
advantages  having  a full  community  college  program  can  bring  to  area 
residents  and  the  community.

Projects  set  to  honor  jubilee

JJC  is  planning  several  projects  this  year  to  celebrate  its  Diamond 
Jubilee  marking  the  school's  75th  anniversary.  This  gives  the  college  the 
distinction  of  being  the  oldest  junior  college  in  the  nation. 

Many  people  have  reflected  on  the  meaning  of  the  celebration.  Joe 
McLennan,  chairman  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Committee,  defined  the 
event:  "It  is  a mental  ‘journey’  that  everyone  related  to  this  college  will 
consciously  or  subconsciously  take  during  the  year  of  our  nation's 
Bicentennial.  It  is  a celebrative  journey  back  through  the  past  75  years 
that  will  create  the  ‘momentum’  for  planning  the  next  75  years." 

McLennan  explained  the  college  community's  part  in  the  jubilee.  "It  is 
a journey  that  will  remind  us  that  we  didn’t  show  up  yesterday  or  the  day 
before,  but  we  evolved  with  the  community  and  the  nation  through  a great 
transition;  one  that  has  radically  altered  our  lives.”  he  said. 

Preparations  for  the  event  started  as  far  back  as  August,  1974,  when 
President  Harold  McAninch  distributed  a report  on  the  jubilee  throughout 
District  525  and  to  selected  community  colleges  in  the  nation.  The  report, 
"Set  the  theme  of  the  most  democratic  institution  of  higher  education 
which  celebrates  its  birthday  concurrently  with  the  most  democratic 
nation  in  the  world,"  according  to  Doris  Slocum,  community  relations 
director. 

Highlighting  the  activities  for  the  celebration  will  be  an  alumni  banquet 
and  convocation  Thursday  in  the  cafeteria.  The  New  People,  a local  group, 
will  provide  entertainment  for  the  banquet  which  is  open  to  students  and 
alumni.  Dr.  Sidney  P.  Marland.  president  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board,  will  be  the  key  speaker  at  the  convocation. 

Musical  events  with  a jubilee  and  Bicentennial  theme  will  be  presented 
£unday  and  April  30.  The  Sunday  concert  in  the  gym  will  feature 
American  composers.  The  April  30  concert  will  feature  the  JJC  Jazz  Band 
and  the  Chanteurs,  a singing  group. 

Another  aspect  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  will  be  a series  of 
industrial  exhibits  Monday  through  Friday  in  C building  concourse  and  in 
A building.  Represented  in  these  exhibits  will  be  U.S.  Steel  Co.,  which  is 
celebrating  its  75th  anniversary  also.  Caterpillar  Tractor  Co.,  Plainfield 
Tool  and  Engineering  Co.,  DoAll  Co.,  and  the  machine  shop  and 
Agriculture  Department. 

A women's  week  commemorating  the  jubilee  will  highlight  activities 
Sept.  20  to  25.  Outstanding  women  in  the  community  who  have  made 
contributions  will  be  recognized  during  the  week.  The  theme  for  this 
activity  will  be  "Women!  Past-Present-Future."  according  to  Alice 
Herron,  jubilee  committee  member. 

The  celebration’s  finale  will  be  an  ethnic  buffet  Oct.  23.  Various  ethnic 
groups,  such  as  the  Polish,  Greek,  black  American  and  Slovenian  will  be 
represented  in  food,  costumes  and  entertainment. 

Some  jubilee  projects  which  have  already  been  completed  include  the 
mural  on  the  bridge,  flag  raising  Oct.  20  and  ecology  trails  which  are 
under  construction. 

Projects  which  were  turned  down  by  the  jubilee  committee  because  of  a 
lack  of  funding,  time  and  interest  include  changing  the  campus  theater 
name  to  the  Diamond  Theater,  developing  a replica  of  a 1901  classroom, 
solociting  television  coverage,  presenting  a fall  Bicentennial  flower  show 

In  summing  up  the  celebration,  McLannan  said,  "Hopefully  you  have 
already  caught  the  spirit  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration.  Perhaps  just 
walking  across  the  bridge  a few  hundred  times,  and  viewing  the  mural  has 
allowed  you  to  remember  75  years." 

He  also  spoke  about  the  small  things  that  remind  students  of  the 
celebration.

Murphy  living  landmark  of  JuCo

Loretta  Murphy  is  a living 
landmark  who  has  returned  to 
Joliet  Junior  College  as  a student 
after  almost  half  a century. 

Murphy.  70,  graduated  from 
Joliet  Junior  College  on  a cool  June 
evening  in  1926.  Wearing  cap  and 
gown  she  marched  up  with  her  35 
fellow  classmates  to  accept  her 
diploma. 

The  graduation  ceremonies  of 
1926  took  place  at  what  was  once 
JJC’s  first  campus,  Joliet  Central 
High  School. 

When  Murphy  attended  JJC, 
students  didn't  worry  about  buses, 
•gas  shortages,  and  car  pools.  They 
walked  to  school.  Loretta  Murphy 
walked  three  miles  everyday.  She 
walked  under  hot  September  skies, 
thru  the  wintry  month  of  December 
and  with  the  aid  of  an  umbrella, 
thru  the  rainy  days  of  April. 

Each  day  she  learned  a little  bit 
more  about  her  choosen  profession 
and  studied  long  hours  into  the 
night  so  that  she  would  someday 
realize  her  goal  of  becoming  a 
school  teacher. 

"1  always  knew  I would  be  a 
school  teacher  because  when  I was 
young  my  father  had  me  read  to, 
and  teach  my  younger  brothers  and 
sisters."  she  said.  Loretta  was  the 
first  born  of  a spunky  Irish  brood 


that  includes  nine  children. 

She  looks  upon  her  first  two 
years  at  JJC  as  being  the  happiest 
years  of  her  life.  There  were  club 
meetings  to  go  to,  dances  to  attend,

and  blind  dates  to  worry  over.  She 
recalls  that  her  father  refused  to  let 
her  go  out  on  a blind  date  with  a 
fellow  student,  so  her  girlfriend 
hopped  out  of  the  waiting  Model  T 
Ford,  ran  into  the  house  and 
proceeded  to  persuade  her  father  to 
let  Murphy  go  out  with  the  young 
gentlemen. 

Not  only  do  the  moral  codes 
differ  from  1926,  but  also  the  dress 
codes.  Blue  jeans  were  something 
farmers  wore  in  the  fields.  The 
proper  attire  for  her  day  was 
something  called  "Tom  Brown" 
collar  uniforms.  "You  never  had  to 


worry  about  falling  asleep  in  class. 
The  collars  were  so  filled  with 
starch  they  would  hold  your  head 
up,"  she  chuckled. 

Murphy  said  JJC  was  the 
foundation  of  her  career  in 
teaching.  She  transferred  all  of  her 
credits  to  Illinois  State  University. 
In  the  autumn  of  1926,  boarded  a 
train  and  headed  downstate  for  the 
last  two  years  of  college,  and  her 
degree  to  teach.  She  took  courses 
in  reading,  arithmetic,  and  folk 
dancing. 

After  graduation  in  1928,  she 
embarked  upon  her  long  career  in 
teaching.  Her  first  job  was  in  a 
one-room  school  house  in  Man- 
hattan. Her  students  ranged  in  age 
from  6 to  16  years. 

On  the  first  day  of  class  she  got  a 
taste  of  what  was  to  come  for  the 
next  40  years.  One  of  the  older  boys 
asked  her  what  a "whipple  tree" 
was.  She  assumed  that  it  was 
a variety  of  tree.  Her  answer 
brought  a chorus  of  laughter  from 
the  class.  The  young  rascal  who 
had  trapped  her  explained  that  a 
"whipple  tree"  is  the  pivoted 
crossbar  at  the  front  of  a wagon  or 
carriage,  to  which  the  traces  of  the 
harness  are  attached.  It  was  this 
little  incident  that  created  her 
philosophy  that  the  teacher  and  the 
students  learn  together. 


Teaching  in  a small  farm 
community  had  its  advantages,  too. 
Every  Sunday  she  would  be  invited 
to  the  home  of  one  of  her  students 
for  a chicken  dinner.  Although  she

admits  that  the  chicken  dinners 
were  very  tasteful,  and  the 
one-room  school  house  a pleasant 
place  to  teach,  she  decided  that  if 
she  were  ever  to  improve  herself  as 
a teacher  she  would  have  to  move 
on.  return  to  school,  and  further 
her  education.  In  1933  she  returned 
to  Joliet  and  began  adding  to  her 
college  credits  by  taking  courses  at 
St.  Francis  College.  She  found  time 
to  study  in  County  Durham. 
England,  and  eventually  attained 
her  master's  degree  in  pyschology 
and  education. 

The  remaining  years  of 
Murphy's  life  have  been  spent 


furthering  her  education,  teaching 
students  and  playing  tennis  and 
golf.  She  grins,  "Oh!  don't  ask  me 
what  my  golf  scores  are.  Because 
they  are  unmentionable!" 

She  returned  to  JJC  this  fall. 

She  had  spent  the  summer 
studying  Spanish  in  Mexico  with 
natives.  Upon  her  return,  she  still 
felt  inadequate,  and  decided  to 
take  Spanish  101  at  her  old  alma 
mater.  She  is  also  taking  courses  in 
typing  and  piano. 

What's  it  feel  like  to  be  an  old 
oak  tree  among  a bunch  of  acorns? 
Murphy  laughed,  "It's  a lot  of  fun. 
The  students  go  out  of  their  way  to 
be  nice.  They  try  very  hard  to  treat 
me  like  another  student.  I respect 
every  student  at  JJC.  And  I am 
highly  honored  to  be  attending 
school  with  these  fine  young 
American  students." 

Over  the  years  the  former 
teacher  has  seen  many  students 
come  and  go.  The  smart  ones,  the 
slow  learners,  the  happy  students, 
the  sad  ones,  they  all  have  passed 
under  her  watchful  eye. 

It  was  only  fitting  that  she  be  on 
hand  two  weeks  ago  as  a little 
stream  of  children  walked  by,  like 
ducklings  following  their  mother, 
heading  for  an  astronomy  exhib- 
ition. She  turned  to  a friend  nearby 
and  said,  "It  looks  like  we're  going 
to  get  some  new  recruits."

Believe  it  or  not,  the  boys  also  made  church  that  morning ..  .Another 
little  party  was  held  Wednesday  night  and  refreshments  were  served  by  Dick  Smith. ..Dick 
has  a knack  for  getting  ceilings  wet.. .Puss  Jones  played  his  accordion  and  everyone  enjoyed 
dancing-one  way  or  another.  (D.C.:  I'll  bet  Bubbles  enjoyed  dancing  with  Puss  and  Dick} 
Christmas  and  New  Years  will  be  arriving  soon.  Whew!  That  year  went  fast,  didn't  it? 
Seriously  speaking,  1 wish  to  stale  that  writing  this  stuff  for  you  is  certainly  a lot  of  fun,  and 
I hope  you  enjoy  it. 

Hey,  Bubbles,  you  old  sorry  joker,  I hope  you  burst.  In  the  family  tree  of  columnists, 
you  are  a knot.  But  1 do  like  the  way  vou  ended  one  of  vour  columns:

2 year  school  evolves 

Community  colleges  today  provide  convenient,  low-cost  education  for 
residents  of  the  communities  they  serve.  They  are  set  up  to  serve  a wide 
variety  of  student  needs  in  the  areas  of  vocational  education,  general 
studies  and  continuing  education. 

But  the  schools  did  not  always  function  as  they  do  now.  When  William 
Rainey  Harper  and  J.  Stanley  Brown,  the  two  creators  of  what  is  now  know 
as  Joliet  Junior  College,  first  put  their  ideas  into  action  the  idea  was  for  a 
six-year  high  school  which  would  teach  students  the  fundamentals  that 
would  be  taught  in  the  first  two  years  of  college. 

From  this  beginning.  JJC  grew  and  developed  and  the  whole  system 
took  steps  forward.  Illinois  legislators  passed  the  Illinois  Junior  College 
Act  in  1965.  Two  years  later,  12  high  school  districts  formed  District  525 
which  JJC  serves. 


Men’s  sports  may  have  stayed 
relatively  the  same  over  the  years, 
but  women's  sports  have  exper- 
ienced major  Innovations  since  this 
1931  girls'  sports  picture  was 
taken.  The  picture  was  taken  at  the 
dedication  of  the  new  girl's 
gymnasium.  The  program  was 
called  "A  Few  Minutes  In  Foreign 
Lands.”  Other  sports  women 
participated  In  that  year  were 
tennis,  track  and  field  and 
basketball.

The  theatrical  world  of  the  1920s 
was  a little  different  from  the 
sophisticated,  professional  theater 
of  today.

Each  one  Interpreted  his 
or  her  character  exceptionally  well, 
including  the  dog,  and  the  young 
actors  and  actresses  were  rewarded 
for  their  efforts  by  being  Invited  to 
repeat  the  play  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Boy  Scouts.”

After  undergoing  a number  of 
changes,  a copy  of  the  proposed 
Scholastic  Review  Policy  has  been 
sent  for  approval  to  Dr.  Dwight 
Davis,  vice-president  of  instruc- 
tion. 

The  new  policy  requires  that  a 
student  request  in  writing  on  his 
graduation  application  that  only 
those  courses  with  the  highest 
grade-point  average  be  included  to 
meet  his  associate  degree  require- 
ments. Unlike  the  previous  policy, 
the  grades  not  used  will  still  remain 
on  his  record. 

The  sole  purpose  of  the  policy  is 
to  help  a student  meet  minimum 
graduation  requirements.  It  is  not 
intended  to  help  a student  who  has 
done  poorly  escape  his  record. 

After  the  student  makes  his 
request,  a written  application  will 
be  made  to  the  director  of 
admissions  who  will  send  it  to  the 
appropriate  dean  for  review. 

The  policy  was  worked  out  by  the 
Scholastic  Standards  Committee. 


The  national  office  of 
the  American  Assoc- 
iation of  Community  and 
Junior  Colleges  created 
this  logo  to  commemor- 
ate 75  years  of  junior 
college  history. 


JJC  has  gained  much  recognition 
as  being  the  oldest  junior  college  in 
the  nation  because  of  the  efforts  of 
the  administration  and  the 
community  relations  department.

For  those  of  us  that  search  these  never  blinking  eyes,  we  can  remember 
a football  team  which  lost  a game  early  in  the  season,  depriving  them  of  a 
bowl  game.  However,  we  also  see  a squad  which  went  undefeated  the  rest 
of  the  season  in  conference  play,  because  of  pride,  and  awaited  a break 

Others  can  see  four  golfers  and  their  coach  surrounding  the  final  green 
at  the  state  golf  tournament.  Waiting  with  anxiety  and  palm  sweating,  as 
their  commrade  sinks  the  final  putt.  An  intense  roar  and  wild  jubilation 
occur  as  the  six  are  crowned  state  champions! 

Seven  cheerleaders,  a coach  and  appreciative  teams  can  look  and  see  an 
entire  season  of  work,  sweat  and  strain,  boil  down  to  a 10  minute  routine 
at  the  conference  cheerleading  tournament.  The  women  perform  with 
crisp  precision  and  exactness,  in  complete  silence  and  severe  tension,  and 
win  the  conference  cheerleading  championship. 

In  the  eyes  of  a silver  grappler,  some  can  see  a national  finalist  awaiting 
his  match,  nine  minutes  of  all  out  effort— but  it  pays  of— national 
champion!  A proud  coach  is  elated,  but  withdrawn,  because  another 
possible  national  champ  was  sidelined  with  a bruised  rib  cage.

Term  papers:  friend,  foe? 


Everyone  knows  how  students 
feel  about  term  papers.  For  the 
past  several  weeks  everyone  has 
heard  someone  else  complain 
loudly  about  all  the  work  they  have 
to  do  to  get  a term  paper  finished. 
But,  how  do  the  instructors  feel 
about  term  papers.  The  Blazer 
recently  took  a poll  of  the  English 
teachers  on  campus  to  find  out  how 
they  feel  about  term  papers  and 
their  reaction  to  plagiarized  ones. 

Most  of  the  teachers  agreed  that 
the  primary  purpose  for  assigning  a 
research  paper  is  to  help  improve 
the  students'  writing  skills  and  to 
teach  researching  skills,  which  are 
"Necessary  for  successful  college 
work."  One  instructor  said  that  the 
"purpose  is  multi  level.  First,  it 
serves  as  a basis  for  learning  the 
nature  of  research  per  sc.  Further, 
it  helps  to  mature  the  mind  via 
developing  and  supporting  a major 
idea  or  issue.  Lastly,  it  helps 
reinforce  the  writing  process.” 


Completely  plagiarizing  a 
research  paper  defeats  the  purpose 
of  the  paper,  according  to  the 
response  of  the  English  teachers. 
One  teacher  said  that.  "My 
experience  has  shown  me  that  most 
people  learn  skills  by  practicing 
them.  Copying  someone  else's 
work  may  teach  penmanship  or 
typing,  but  it  doesn't  do  much  for 
research  skills." 

Answers  on  how  widespread 
plagiarism  is  in  the  instructors' 
classes  varied.  Some  responded 
that  plagiarism  was  widespread, 
some  responded  that  it  was  not. 

Several  instructors  felt  that 
plagiarism  has  increased  in  recent 
years  and  attributed  this  to  greater 
availability  of  professionally 
researched  papers,  a lack  of 
scholarship,  a less  moral  and  legal 
academic  atmosphere  and  a lack  of 
discipline  on  the  students  part. 
Other  teachers  felt  that  there  has 
been  no  increase. 


Brd.  to  mull 
376-car  lot 


Tight  parking  problems  at  JJC  may  be  eased  if  approval  is  given  for  the 
construction  of  a 376  space  parking  lot  for  students  and  staff  members. 

Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Illinois  Community  College  Board,  with 
the  requirements  that  it  be  locally  funded  and  not  exceed  the  cost  of 
$391,950.  The  project  has  also  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  higher 
Education.  Approval  is  still  needed,  however,  from  the  JJC  district  board. 

Tentative  approval  was  given  by  the  JJC  board  at  the  March  meeting. 
But  full  approval  delayed  until  a survey  on  the  need  for  the  lot  could  be 
taken.  At  its  April  meeting,  the  board  asked  for  a survey  of  engineering 

JJC  board  consent  is  still  an  uncertainty,  according  to  college  President 
Harold  McAninch.  Although  survey  results  showed  that  parking  was  a 
problem  in  the  1975  fall  semester,  the  condition  improved  in- the  spring 
semester  due  to  a decrease  in  enrollment. 

An  expected  13  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment  next  fall  over  Iasi  year  s 
fall  enrollment  could  make  parking  conditions  for  fall  1976  students  even 
tighter.  McAninch  said. 

Projected  enrollment  figures  show  a need  for  more  parking  space  in  the 
future,  McAninch  added.  ....  • , 

"The  board  will  just  have  to  decide  if  it  is  worthwhile  to  wait.  leave  the 
money  in  the  bank  a year  and  collect  interest  or  if  it  is  just  cheaper  to  build 
now,”  he  continued.  Lot  construction  is  expected  to  take  90  days  after 
building  begins.

Spectator’s  View 
JJC’s  Tennis  Team  became 
section  IV  champions  April  29  with 
a 9-8-S-2-0  victory  over  opposing 
teams  at  Kankakee  Community 
College. 

A total  team  effort  proved 
essential  in  the  victory  as  not  one 
Wolf  captured  a first  place.  Ron 
White.  JJC's  second  single  player, 
made  it  to  the  finals,  but  was 
defeated.  Craig  Cassem,  first 
singles  player,  advanced  to  the 
semifinals  where  he  was  also 
overcome. 

’’This  is  the  hardest  working 
team  I have  ever  coached."  said 
Pete  Neff  of  the  1976  squad,  "Any 
10  players  could  start  at  any  given 
time,  and  those  that  don’t  start 
work  all  the  harder... this  is  a tough 
area  for  tennis,"  he  said. 

Balance  and  depth  cause 
problems  also.  College  tennis  suits 
up  six  singles  players  and  three 
doubles  teams.  This  means 
practices  are  often  long  and 
competitive  as  the  top  players  are 
constantly  being  challenged  for 
action  In  "ieir  POS'I'O"5- 

Ability,  as  in  all  sports,  carries 


the  athlete  only  so  far.  Neffs 
players  excell  in  three  areas-- 
attitude,  concentration  and 
Strategy. 

Attitude,  though  it  differs 
according  to  the  individual,  must 
be  positive.  Every  player  must 
believe  they  are  the  best  at  any 
given  time.  All  players  on  the 
squad  practice  numerous  hours  a 
week  at  great  personal  expense.  A 
good  attitude  must  be  present  in 
order  to  sacrifice  this  time  and 
effort. 

During  a college  tennis  match, 
the  contestants  are  expected  to 
play  at  most  three  sets  with  an 
average  of  10  games  per  set.  litis 
fact  illustrates  that  each  player 
must  concentrate,  literally  for 
hours,  to  play  at  full  effectiveness. 
Physical  conditioning  is  also  a 
major  asset  of  a complete  tennis 
player.  Neffs  conditioning  plans 
include  running  l'/j  miles  before 
and  after  practice  as  well  as  some 


windsprints. 

The  not  so  well  known  aspect  of 
tennis  is  strategy,  both  psycho- 
logical and  physiological. 

There  are  no  line  judges  to  call  a 
shot  in  or  out  of  bounds,  so  the 
players  improvise.  To  capitalize  on 
this  situation,  Neffs  players  never 
hesitate  on  a call.  If  they  disagree 
with  an  opponent’s  call,  they 
immediately  dispute  it.  They  hope 
that  their  opponent  will  offer  to 
play  an  optional  shot,  which  would 
give  Neffs  players  a psychological 
advantage. 

Physical  strategics  of  tennis 
emphasized  to  the  players  include 
net  play,  ground  strokes  for 
position  and  limiting  your 
opponent's  area  for  return.

‘ The  best  is  yet  to  come,"  says 
JJC's  baseball  Coach  Nelson 
Collins,  despite  a 7-11  record 
including  3-8  in  conference  play. 

Why  the  optimism?  One  could 
almost  let  the  statistics  speak  for 
themselves.  Within  117  innings  the 
Wolves  have  scored  76  runs,  while 
yielding  only  77.  This  includes  two 
extra  inning  ballgamcs  lost  to 
Harper  Junior  College.  2-3.  and 
Illinois  Valley,  3-4.  JJC  has  stolen 
37  bases  in  44  attempts,  while 
opponents  have  13  thefts  in  18 
tries.  When  asked  about  the 
number  of  attempted  steals, 
Collins  said.  "WE  play  offensive 
baseball. ..if  we  play  up  to  our 
capabilities  we  win.  If  we  make 
mistakes,  we  lose." 

The  most  alarming  statistic  is 
that  the  opposition  have  hit  16 
home  runs  off  JJC  pitching,  and 
only  2 homers  were  hit  by  the 
Wolves. 

The  discrepancy  in  home  runs 
illustrates  a common  problem  of  a 
new  team-inexperience.  Out  of  the 
players  suited  up  for  each 


ballgame.  only  four  are  sopho- 

Duc  to  recently  adopted  confer- 
ence rules,  baseball  teams  can  only 
have  22  playing  dates.  With  the 
regular  season  only  45  days  long, 
this  does  not  leave  much  time  to 
get  acquainted.  Collins  hopes  to 
remedy  this  situation  next  year 
with  an  off-season  training  pro- 
gram. 

"One  or  two  pitches  a ballgame 
have  been  hurting  us."  said 
Collins.  "We  have  been  scoring 
our  runs  one  at  a time,  and  then  the 
opponents  score  theirs  in  one 
inning.  But  our  pitching  is  not  the 
only  thing  hurting  us:  when  we 
pitch  well,  our  fielding  may  become 
sloppy.  We  just  haven't  put  it  all 
together." 

The  team  will  have  a chance  to 
put  it  all  together,  and  soon.  The 
sectional  tournament  is  scheduled 
for  Monday-  The  Wolves  are  seated 
third  in  the  double  elimination 
event.  Kankakee  and  Dupage  hold 
the  one  and  two  spots  as 
Waubonsee  and  Kishwaukee  bring

Seek  Bush  pact 


Efforts  are  being  made  once  again  to  bring  Joliet 
and  Troy  Township  together  to  get  Bush  Road  (South 
Houbolt)  paved. 

Student  Government's  Bush  Road  committee  spoke 
with  Dan  Ward.  Troy  Township  road  commissioner 
and  Lynn  Neuhart,  Joliet  city  manager,  to  determine 
who  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  road. 

Both  Ward  and  Neuhart  were  unclear  on 
establishing  the  boundaries  for  property  belonging  to 
Joliet  and  Troy  Township,  according  to  Estuardo 
Rodas.  SGA  representative.  The  difficulty  in 
determining  the  boundaries  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
road  is  broken  into  separate  sections  which  are 
alternately  owned  by  Troy  and  Joliet. 

Ward  sent  a letter  to  the  college  Board  of  Trustees 
in  which  he  made  a commitment  to  the  effect  that 
"the  township  will  be  willing  to  do  our  part  of  the  road 
in  a hard  surface  (cither  tar  and  chip  or  blacktop)  as 
soon  as  the  city  of  Joliet  agrees  to  do  the  same." 

Neuhart.  however,  does  not  agree  with  Ward’s 
boundaries.  "We  ought  to  get  him  in  here  and  pull 
out  all  of  our  annexations  and  all  of  our  maps  so  he 


will  get  it  straight  in  his  head,"  said  Neuhart.  A 
meeting  may  take  place  next  week  with  Ward, 
Neuhart  and  the  Bush  Road  committee  to  try  to  iron 
out  the  boundaries  dispute. 

Joliet  and  Troy  Township  have  worked  together  on 
grading  the  road,  according  to  Bernard  Prola,  Joliet 
public  works  director.  But.  no  effort  has  been  made  by 
the  two  to  put  down  a blacktop  surface  on  the  road. 

As  the  road  stands  now.  sections  of  street  in  front  of 
the  eight  homes  along  Bush  Road  have  been  graded 
and  oiled  by  Troy  Township.  Sections  of  the  road  not 
adjacent  to  the  homes  are  gravel. 

Homeowners  along  Bush  Road  pay  taxes  to  Troy 
Township.  A survey  of  those  people  showed  that  most 
have  complained  to  Joliet  and  Troy  about  the 
condition  of  the  road. 

One  of  the  homeowners.  Mrs.  Harry  Stanford, 
worked  to  have  the  road  improved  since  first  living  on 
Bush  Road.  "We've  lived  here  for  21  years,  we've 
tried  to  get  this  road  fixed  for  21  years."  Mrs. 
Stanford  said.

Lack  of  state  monies  is  the 
reason  for  the  SI. 00  ger  hour 
tuition  increase,  according  to  JJC 
President  Harold  McAninch. 

The  hike,  which  increases  this 
semester’s  tuition  from  S12.00  to 
513.00  per  credit  hoOr.  is  the  direct 
result  of  higher  education  funding 
cuts  which  were  ordered  by 
Governor  Dan  Walker. 

The  state  legislature  had  origin- 
ally said  it  would  fund  community 
colleges  at  the  rate  of  $19.20  per 
student  per  hour.  According  to 


McAninch.  however,  the  state  was 
only  able  to  pay  $16.00  per  student 
per  hour. 

"We  (the  board  of  trustees) 
didn't  think  that  the  state  would  be 
able  to  fund  us  at  the  $19.20 
figure."  said  McAninch.  “So  we 
made  our  budget  at  $18.00  per 
credit  per  student.  This  is  the 
reason  for  the  $2.00  per  hour 
increase  in  the  spring  of  1976.  This 
year  we  expect  to  receive  again 
only  $16.00  per  hour.” 

McAninch  pointed  out  that

S500.000  has  been  cut  from  this 
year's  budget,  mainly  from  supply 
and  maintenance  requests.  How- 
ever. no  classes  have  been  cut.  yet. 
and  the  hiring  of  new  personnel  has 
declined  with  the  part-time  staff 
making  up  the  difference. 

Even  though  the  increase  will 
bring  in  only  $150,000.  no  further 
hikes  are  expected  in  the  near 
future.  Other  possible  funding  may 
come  from  a tax  increase 
referendum  the  board  is  currently 


studying.  However,  action  is  not 
expected  on  the  tax  issue  for 
another  four  to  five  months. 

Despite  the  state  cutbacks.  JJC 
was  able  to  balance  its  budget  last 
year,  while  many  community 
colleges  adopted  budgets  on  the 
assumption  the  state  could  pay  the 
full  $19.20  figure.  These  junior 
colleges  are  now  in  serious 
financial  trouble  with  no  help  from 
the  state  in  sight. 

"The  new  governor  will  only  be 
in  office  for  two  years,  and  he  will 


do  anything  to  keep  from  raising 
taxes  so  he  will  have  a better 
chance  of  being  re-elected,"  said 
McAninch.  "Therefore,  we  arc  not 
expecting  any  rise  in  funding, 
despite  rising  enrollment  and 
costs.  However,  we  should  be  able 
to  balance  the  budget  again  this 


"Unfortunately,  it  looks  as  if 
community  colleges  are  strangling 
themselves  with  their  own  suc- 
cess." McAninch  concluded.

Aid  grants  explained

Every  student  who  attends  Joliet 
Junior  College  should  take  the  time 
to  apply  for  a Basic  Education 
Opportunity  Grant  (BEOG)  and  an 
Illinois  State  Scholarship  (ISSC), 
according  to  Mr.  Stephen  Muller. 
JJC  director  of  Financial  Aids. 

Both  forms  of  financial  aid  are 
free  to  apply  for.  are  renewable 
each  year,  are  based  on  need,  and 
apply  to  any  student  attending  JJC 
for  any  reason  other  than  the  GED. 

The  BEOG  and  the  ISSC  are  the 
most  basic  forms  of  financial  aid 
available.  However,  there  are  other 
scholarships  and  grants,  both 
public  and  private,  open  to  those 
who  wish  to  apply.  To  find  out 
which  grants  a student  might 
qualify  for,  he  should  fill  out  a CVIS 


form,  says  Muller.  The  form  is  fed 
into  a computer  and  comes  up  with 
a list  of  possible  sources  of 
financial  aid. 

JJC  offers  three  forms  of  work 
study  for  any  student  who  needs 
help  getting  through  school  and 
wants  to  work.  A Parents 
Confidential  Statement  (PCS)  or  a 
Student's  Confidential  Statement 
(SCS)  and  an  application  for 
financial  aid  arc  necessary  to  apply 
for  a campus  job.  Some  knowledge 
of  the  student's  financial  condition 
is  needed  to  determine  which  of  the 
three  work  study  programs  will  pay 
his  wages. 

The  Federal  Work  Study  pro- 
gram is  based  on  need  and  the 
Federal  Government  pays  80%  of 
the  student's  salary.  The  State 
Vocational  Work  Study  is  meant  for 


those  who  are  attending  JJC  to 
learn  a trade  that  does  not  require 
four  years  of  college  training.  The 
state  pays  80%  of  the  cost  of  the 
vocational  program.  The  last  is  a 
work  scholarship  offered  and  paid 
for  entirely  by  JJC.  This  scholar- 
ship is  for  a student  who  has  a need 
for  financial  aid  that  does  not  show 
up  on  the  PCS  or  the  SCS. 

Any  student  interested  in  any 
form  of  financial  aid  can  walk  into 
the  financial  aids  office  and  apply 
any  time  between  8:00  a.m.  and 
7:30  p.m..  according  to  Muller. 

Students  having  questions  on 
financial  aid  can  make  an 
appointment  with  Muller  in  the 
financial  aids  office. 

Veterans  looking  for  assistance 
should  visit  the  veterans  office 
located  in  admissions  and  those 
interested  in  armed  service 
scholarships  should  contact  Mr. 
Bruce  Mason.  Muller  added. 

Federal  funds  allotted  JJC  for 
the  BEOG  has  increased  $132,682 
from  last  year  because  more  people 
have  applied.

Charge  cards  retreat

Keep  your  charge  cards  in  your 
pockets  because  Joliet  Junior 
College  no  longer  honors  Bank 
Anicricard  and  Master-Charge  to 
pay  for  tuition. 

A June  8 board  decision  called 
for  the  phasing  out  of  the  trial 
period  for  the  usage  of  charge 
cards  to  pay  for  tuition  and  fees 
starting  with  this  fall  semester. 

Walter  Zaida,  Vice  President  of 
Planning,  said  that  the  system, 
used  mostly  by  part-time  students, 
had  some  merits  but  just  did  not 
accomplish  enough. 

"It  was  thought  that  the  usage  of 
charge  cards  would  increase 
enrollment  of  students  and  facili- 
tate the  telephone  registration 
process  by  eliminating  one  step  in 
mailing."  Zaida  stated. 

In  a trial  period  beginning 
January  1975  and  ending  this  fall 


term,  it  was  found  that  a one  per 
cent  service  charge  proved  to  be 
more  expensive  than  the  savings 
realized  by  less  mailing.  The 
contract  with  the  card  sponsors  did 
not  permit  adding  the  one  per  cent 
service  fee  to  the  charges  of  the 
users  so  the  college  had  to  absorb 
the  costs. 

A contract  in  which  no  service 
fee  would  be  charged  was  available 
through  a Chicago  bank,  but  would 
not  have  been  practical. 

The  card  usage  made  the 
registration  process  more  compli- 
cated because  of  added  paperwork. 
Also,  no  evidence  of  increased 
enrollment  because  of  the  charge 
card  usage  could  be  found. 

"Wc  thought  we  could  operate  a 
bit  like  Scars  Roebuck  catalog. 
Almost  anything  can  be  charged 
today,  so  why  not  education?" 
Zaida  remarked. 

"The  system  did  not  show 


many  that  it  couldn't  be  phased  o 
without  objections."  Zaida

Nuclear  center  at  JJC?

A proposal  to  use  Joliet  Junior 
College  as  housing  in  case  of  a 
nuclear  accident  at  the  Dresden 
power  plant  is  being  prepared  for 
presentation  to  the  board  of 
trustees. 

The  proposal,  which  is  being 
worked  out  by  the  Will  and  Grundy 
County  Civil  Defense  Boards  and 
JJC  Pres.  Dr.  Harold  McAninch, 
asks  that  the  gym.  cafeteria,  auto 


shop,  and  little  theatre  be  used  to 
house  a maximum  of  2.000  people 
in  the  case  of  airborne  con- 
tamination. 

Then,  if  contamination  does 
occur,  the  people  living  in  a 
five-mile  radius  of  the  plant  would 
be  bused  here  for  decontamination. 

"The  students  would  be  moved 
out  of  the  four  decontamination 
centers."  said  McAninch.  "It 
would  pose  no  danger  to  the 
students  since  we  are  not  talking 


about  a nuclear  holocaust  type  of 
contamination,  such  as  a fallout." 

Since  JuCo  is  not  in  the  five-mile 
danger  radius,  the  students  would 
not  have  to  worry  about  being 
affected  before  the  other  people 
arrived  here,  according  to 
McAninch. 

The  four  areas  chosen  as 
decontamination  centers  were 
selected  because  they  have  hard 
floors  which  can  be  easily  scrubbed 
down  after  checking  the  people. 


Use  of  any  carpeted  areas  would 
result  in  the  purchase  of  new 
carpeting  since  contamination  from 
shoes  is  possible. 

McAninch  said  he  has  consulted 
a lawyer  to  make  sure  JuCo  would 
be  reimbursed  for  any  expenses 
incurred  during  the  checking 

The  board  will  be  presented  with 
the  formal  proposal  at  its 
September  meeting,  with  chances 
of  passing  being  very  good. 


McAninch  said. 

"It's  generally  agreed,  I think, 
that  we  really  have  an  obligation  to 
the  people  to  do  it  since  we  arc  a 
tax-supported  institution."  said 
McAninch.  "And  this  proposal 
would  only  be  meant  as  a 
precautionary  measure,  since  the 
chances  of  nuclear  contamination 
arc  infinitesimal."

Bush  project 
near  finish

Improvements  on  Bush  Road 
have  already  begun  in  a joint  effort 
by  the  city  of  Joliet  and  Troy 
Township. 

Oiling  and  chipping  of  the  road

began  Wednesday  as  a result  of  a 
meeting  between  Bernard  Prola, 
Joliet  Public  Works  Director,  and 
Dan  Ward,  Troy  Township  road 
commissioner. 

Improvements  will  be  made  from 
the  overpass  at  Interstate  80  to 
U.S.  6.  Ward  pointed  out  that  the 
state  is  responsible  for  the 
overpass,  but  he  would  agree  to  oil 
and  chip  it. 

The  oiling  and  chipping  is  being 
done  on  the  existing  road  instead  of 
grading  it  first.  In  an  effort  to  make 
the  improvements  last,  Prola  said 
that  drainage  ditches  may  be  dug 
along  the  road. 

However,  improvements  will 
last  possibly  through  the  winter 


and  will  need  another  coating  of  oil 
and  chips  in  the  spring,  according 
to  Ward. 

Other  efforts  in  prolonging  the 
new  surface  will  be  the  posting  of 
load  limit  signs  or  possibly 
prohibiting  truck  traffic,  and  the 
posting  of  speed  limit  signs  with 
the  intent  of  enforcing  them.

Although  the  oiling  and  chipping 
will  be  an  improvement.  Student 
Government’s  Bush  Road  Com- 
mittee was  hoping  that  the  road 
would  be  blacktopped. 

This  type  of  project  is  ' not 
possible  without  federal  assistance, 
and  that  would  take  at  least  two 
years  to  get  since  several  studies 
and  hearings  must  be  made,  Prola 
said. 

He  estimated  that  it  would  cost 
$500,000  to  blacktop  the  road. 

In  1972  a traffic  study  was  made 
by  a Student  Government  com- 
mittee showing  that  some  600  cars 
per  day  traveled  Bush  Road.  That 
figure  this  semester  is  estimated  at 
800  cars  per  day. 

Prola  said,  however,  that  the 
figure  probably  wouldn't  merit 
federal  assistance  to  improve  Bush 
Road.

Editorially  speaking

The  Bush  Road  situation  is 
deplorable.  Efforts  to  bring  Joliet 
and  Troy  Township  together  to 
repair  the  condition  of  Bush  Road 
in  the  past  have  had  little  or  no 
response.  The  response  which  the 
Student  Government  Bush  Road 
committee  received  is  an  improve- 
ment, but  it  still  leaves  much  to  be 
desired. 

Twenty-one  years  of  ignored 
phone  calls  are  all  Bush  Road 
residents  have  to  show  for  their 
complaints.  JJC  students  who  have 
worked  to  get  action  on  the 
problem  since  the  college's  move  to 
Houbolt  Road  haven't  fared  much 

This  semester  the  two  sides 
broke  down  and  are  working 
together  to  oil  and  chip  the  road. 
This  is  an  expensive,  short-term 
solution  for  a long-range  problem 
that  can  only  get  worse  with  age. 
Throwing  away  55.000  to  510,000 
on  road  improvements  which  will 
last  no  more  than  six  months  is  no 
solution  at  all.  And.  in  light  of  the 
fact  that  a growing  enrollment  at 


JJC  will  bring  more  traffic  to  Bush 
Road,  we  feel  that  a permanent 
surface  should  be  constructed. 

A project  like  this  would  cost 
5500,000  which  Joliet  doesn't  have, 
according  to  Bernard  Prola, 
Director  of  Public  Works  in  Joliet. 
But  surely  taxpayers  along  the  road 
as  well  as  JJC  students  deserve  a 
portion  of  those  taxes  back  in  road 
improvement. 

Why  not  set  aside  a portion  of 
the  Joliet  and  Troy  Township  motor 
fuel  taxes  for  such  a project  and 
request  further  federal  assistance. 
Of  course  acquiring  federal  funding 
requires  months  of  studies  and 
hearings,  but  a problem  like  this 
merits  at  least  that  much  attention. 

As  it  looks  now,  one  of  three 
things  must  happen  to  Bush  Roqd. 

1 - Bush  Road  will  be  oiled  and 
chipped  once,  then  left  to 
degenerate  through  increased 
traffic  until  it  must  be  closed 
altogether;  or 

2- -lt  will  continue  to  be  oiled  and 
chipped  until  money  will  no  longer 
be  available  to  throw  away;  or 

3- -Bush  Road  will  be  paved  with 
a blacktop  surface.

Since  this 
assistance  was  not  possible,  the 
office  of  Planning  and  Health 
Services  have  accepted  some  of  his 
former  responsibilities.

Policy  changes  considered

Changes  are  being  considered 
concerning  the  policy  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  stemming  from  a 
three-part  proposal  submitted  by 
John  Stobart  of  the  JJC  English 
Department. 

Designed  to  increase  the  public's 
voice  in  JJC  matters,  the  first  two 
parts  suggest  the  opening  of  the 
floor  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  to 
those  who  were  not  on  the  agenda. 

Stobart  explained  that,  at 
present,  to  speak  at  a board 
meeting  one  must  arrange,  in 
advance,  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda. 

The  first  part  of  Stobart's 
proposal  suggested  opening  the 
floor  to  all  new  business  and 
comments.  The  second  limited 
comments  to  subjects  discussed 
during  the  course  of  the  meeting. 

After  consideration  by  the  board, 
both  suggestions  were  rejected 


because,  according  to  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch,  JJC  president,  the 
present  policy  is  workable  and 
there  have  never  been  complaints 

. Dr.  McAninch  went  on  to  explain 
that  the  subjects  on  the  agenda 
were  scheduled  in  advance  so  the 
board  members  could  research  the 
subject  well  enough  to  discuss  it 
intellegently. 

Lastly,  the  board  took  into 
consideration  the  bad  experiences 
that  other  colleges  have  had  with 
open  meetings. 

The  third  part  of  Stobart's 
proposal  is  presently  being 
prepared  for  discussion  before  the 
board.  This  part  of  the  proposal 
states  that  any  policy  change  would 
have  a one  month  interim  between 
the  proposal  and  the  vote.  This 
would  give  the  public  a chance  to 
get  on  the  agenda  and  speak  either 
for  or  against  the  change.

"We've  made  all  lcinds  of  phone 
calls  but  they  just  ignore  us,"  said 
Mrs.  Ben  Bazik,  a Bush  road 
resident  of  18  years.  "They  oiled  it 
last  spring,  but  they  did  a mighty 
poor  job  of  it." 

In  fact,  people  other  than  county 
road  crews  have  tried  patching  up 
the  holes. 

"We  all  chip  in  to  oil  the  road  at 
times,  said  Mrs.  Harry  Stanford. 
"It  costs  a lot  of  money,  but  we 
almost  have  to  do  it  because  we 
can't  stand  the  dust  that  cars  kick

on  after  it  fell  off.  She  just  didn't 
know  what  to  do.  We  have  to  buy 
new  shock  absorbers  for  our  car 
every  three  months," 

“Look,  we've  had  hubcabs  hit 
■ our  house.  When  that  happens,  you 
know  the  road  isn’t  any  good.”

JJC  correctional  administrators 
and  faculty  have  recently 
developed  two  new  programs 
which  they  feel  shows  great 
potential  for  inmate  education. 

The  first  is  the  "Career 
Orientation  and  Assessment" 
program  which  allows  inmates  to 
explore  various  career  possibilities. 

The  second  is  a self-instructional 
social  studies  module  which 
consists  of  a text,  workbook,  video 
and  audio  tapes  and  a study  guide 
which  tells  students  everything 
that  is  required  for  completion. 
Students  meet  with  an  instructor 
periodically  to  review,  obtain 
answers  to  questions  and  take 
quizzes. 

Funds  received  for  the  programs 
are  provided  by  the  department  of 
corrections  school  district  and  the 
community  college  board.  The 
colleges  may  also  seek  other  funds 
such  as  C E T A monies  and  special 
grants. 

Seventeen  inmates  have 
graduated  with  Associate  degrees

For  the  past  four  and  a half 
years,  Joliet  Junior  College  has 
been  in  prison. 

It  is  one  of  the  four  colleges 
which  participate  in  an  inmate 
training  program  at  the  Joliet 
Correctional  facility.  Stateville, 
Dwight  and  Pontiac  prisons. 

Because  of  the  number  of 
inmates  within  the  bounds  of 
district  525,  JJC  serves  more 
inmates  than  any  of  the  other  four, 
enrolling  between  300-450  each 
semester  with  another  75  enrolled 
in  a career  awareness  program  at 
the  youth  center. 

The  program  is  taught  at  the 
prisons  by  regular  college 
instructors,  but  part-time  teachers 
are  also  used  when  needed. 

The  program  enables  inmates  to 
participate  in  regular  academic 
courses  which  could  lead  to  a 
baccalaureate  degree;  a group  of 
general  studies  which  focus  on 
career  planning,  interpersonal 
skills  and  employment  interview 
techniques;  and  a vocational 


Vocational  programs  that  lead  to 
associate  degrees  are  data  pro- 
cessing, accounting,  automotive 
service,  culinary  arts,  mechanical 
design  technology  and  mechanical 
production  technology. 

"The  program  basically  has  an 
open  enrollment  similar  to  what  we 
have  on  campus."  said  Director  of 
Inmate  Training  Program  J.D. 
Ross,  “but  the  inmates  do  have  to 
meet  some  requirements." 

Inmates  accepted  into  the 
educational  Droeram  are  those  that 
the  prison  believes  do  not 
constitute  a security  risk. 

"Inmates  have  to  clear  an 
assignment  committee  before 
acceptance,  based  on  their  insti- 
tutional behavior,  not  their 
previous  crimes,"  Ross  said. 

Ross  explained  that  a murderer 
might  receive  priority  over  a hit 
and  run  driver  if  his  prison 
behavior  has  been  better. 

High  School  graduates,  those 
who  have  taken  the  G.E.D.  and 
those  who  score  the  highest  on 
placement  tests  are  given  priority 
in  the  program,  however. 


applications  for  graduation. 

According  to  Director  of 
Community  Relations  Doris 
Slocum,  the  benefits  of  the 
program  are  many.  It  gives  inmates 
an  opportunity  to  prepare  for 
entry-level  occupations,  the  degree 
is  symbolic  of  accademic  achieve- 
ment, the  ex-offender  is  given 


greater  credibility  with  potential 
employers  and  it  is  a highly 
constructive  use  of  institutional 

To  sum  it  all * up,  an  inmate 
enrolled  in  the  program  will  be 
better  prepared  for  a productive 
life  when  he  leaves  the  prison  than 
when  he  entered  it. 


JJC  to  undergo 
Spring  evaluation

Whether  or  not  student's  credits 
will  transfer  to  other  colleges  will 
depend  on  the  rating  of 
accreditation  by  a North  Central 
Association  evaluation  team  next 
spring. 

Accreditation  is  a prestigious 
honor  according  to  Dwight  Davis, 
vice  president  of  instruction. 
Accreditation  means  that  JJC 
receives  more  financial  aid  for  its 
students  and  JJC's  courses  and 
credits  are  accepted  in  all  other 
accredited  institution. 

The  rating  can  vary  from 
probationary  to  10  years.  The  most 
common  is  between  five  to  seven 
years.  JJC's  last  accreditation  was 
from  the  spring  of  1972  until  the 
spring  of  1977. 

JJC  will  be  accredited  in  the 
spring  of  1977  by  a North  Central 
Association  team.  The  team,  made 
up  of  staff  members  from  other 
association  institutions,  will  visit 
for  three  days.  Afterwards,  they 
will  send  a report  to  JJC  which 
states  the  length  of  the  new 
accreditation  period. 

JJC  must  prepare  a self-study 
report  to  be  sent  to  the  team  in 
January.  The  team  will  compare 


the  report  to  the  conditions  they 
find  during  their  visit. 

Davis  and  Si  Ellingson.  Math 
Department  chairman,  are  the 
co-chairperson  of  the  self-study. 
The  self-study  has  three  major 
parts. 

Part  I describes  the  institutional 
background  and  setting  and  how 
JJC  has  and  will  be  operating. 

Part  11  is  concerned  with  the 
institutional  condition  and  self 
assessment  and  shows  JJC's 
strengths  and  weaknesses.  To 
study  the  strengths  and  weax- 
nesses  better  it  has  been 
subdivided. 

Part  HI  deals  with  a summari- 
zation of  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  and  future 
improvement. 

Each  part  has  a major  committee 
which  consists  of  co-chairperson 
each  from  administration,  staff, 
and  the  student  body,  and  four 
committee  members,  one  a board 
member.  Each  subdivision  in  Part 
II  has  a committee  of  two  members 
from  administration,  three  from  the 
staff,  and  three  students.

Comics  bring  laughter  to  picnic 


Despite  a major  effort  to 
publicize  the  all  school  picnic,  the 
Student  Government  Association 
drew  approximately  400  students 
and  staff.  100  less  than  they  had 
planned  for. 

Originally,  SGA  had  planned  for 
1.000  people,  but  that  number  was 
brought  down  to  500  after  the 
starting  time  for  the  picnic  was 
changed  from  11:00  a.m.  to  2:00 
p.m.  because  the  cafeteria  would 
lose  business  if  the  picnic  was 
started  any  earlier. 

SGA  Vice-President.  Patty 
Benson  said  the  reason  for  low 
attendance  in  the  picnic  was  due  to 
the  time  period  in  which  it  was 
held.  "It  is  almost  impossible  to 
find  a given  time  which  is 
convenient  for  everyone,"  Benson 
said. 

Another  factor  contributing  to 
low  attendance  is  student  apathy. 
"They  just  don't  give  a damn." 
Benson  added. 


Activities  to  draw  more  students 
for  future  picnics  were  discussed. 
Student  Affairs  Director.  Henry 
Pillard  feels  that  time  and  location 
changes,  as  well  as  more  activities 
would  attract  more  people.  "I'd 
like  to  see  it  in  the  evening  with  a 
big.  dance  afterward,"  he  said. 

Although  Pillard  has  no  vote  in 
SGA  decisions,  he  said  he  would 
recommend  that  future  picnics  be 
held  on  a Friday  night;  that  the 
location  be  changed  to  the  lawn 
between  the  lake  and  the 
concourse;  and  that  contests  for 
various  activities  be  held.  He  will 
also  advocate  having  a dance  after 
the  picnic. 

SGA  has  used  some  of  these 
alternatives  in  the  past.  "They've 
experimented  all  around  using 
different  times  and  settings  and 
Friday  nights  seem  to  work  best," 
Pillard  said.  "They've  tried  darn 
near  everything."

Guatemalan  enjoys  U.  S.  life 


Try  to  imagine  what  it  would  be  like  to  study  in  a 
country  that  has  a language  and  a life  style  completely 
different  from  what  you  have  lived  with  all  your  life.  If 
you  can't  picture  what  it  would  be  like,  ask  Ms. 
Blanca  Rodas  of  Guatemala  City.  Guatemala. 

Blanca  is  staying  with  relatives  in  Joliet  while 
attending  J.J.C.  She  first  decided  to  study  in  the  U.S. 
after  her  visit  to  the  U.S.  at  age  seven.  Before  coming 
to  America,  however,  Blanca  got  a college  degree  in 
bookkeeping  and  accounting.  The  school  system  in 
Guatemala,  Blanca  explained,  is  somewhat  different 
than  in  the  U.S.  Children  begin  their  grade  school 
years  when  they  are  six  years  old.  They  spend  six 
years  in  grade  school  and  three  in  high  school, 
graduating  at  the  same  time  an  American  student 
would  be  entering  the  tenth  grade.  They  are  required 
after  high  school  to  spend  another  two  to  three  years 
in  an  university  studying  the  field  of  their  choice. 
Blanca  spent  five  of  her  school  years  studying 
business  administration. 

Blanca  added  that  she  had  noticed  that  many 
Americans  thought  Guatemala  and  other  Central 
American  countries  were  very  backward  and  mostly 
jungle.  "Guatemala  is  just  as  developed  as  the 
U.S.,"  she  said,  "but  on  a smaller  scale.” 

In  Guatemala,  as  . in  the  U.S.,  sports  are  very 
popular.  Ranking  high  on  the  list  of  Guatemalan 
favorites  are  baseball,  volleyball,  ping  pong  and 
tennis.  The  most  popular  sport  of  all  is  soccer. 

The  Guatemalan  climate,  according  to  Blanca  is 
“very  good."  There  is  little  temperature  difference 
across  the  country.  It  is  in  Blanca's  opinion  "not  too 
hot.  not  too  cold,  and  not  too  rainy.”  True,  there  are 
poisonous  snakes  lurking  in  all  Central  American 
backlands,  but  they  stay  in  the  backlands  and  pose  no 
threat.  There  is  in  Guatemala,  a great  variety  of 
wildlife  and  flowers. 


There  are  differences  in  the  culture  and  personality 
of  the  Americans  and  the  Guatemalans.  American 
society  is  more  fast  paced  than  the  easy  life  style 
Blanca  grew  up  in.  When  asked  if  she  liked  the  faster 
mode  of  living,  Blanca  said.  "Yes,  I like  it.  It's  a 
change."  Guatemala  has  less  of  a pollution  problem 
than  does  the  U.S.  partially  because  Guatemala  has 
fewer  cars  and  factories.  Although  Blanca  found  the 
American  individual  very  friendly  and  outgoing,  she 
felt  a difference  in  the  family  life  of  an  American 
family  and  a Guatemalan  family.  The  members  of  an 
American  family  aren’t  as  warm  toward  each  other 
and  they  aren't  as  closely  knit.  This  can  be  seen 
particularly  at  meal  times  when  while  an  American 
family  may  eat  and  run.  the  Guatemalans  eat  together 
in  a more  relaxed  atmosphere. 

It  is  partially  her  family  that  makes  Blanca 
homesick.  She  left  one  brother,  one  sister  and  her 
parents  in  Guatemala  City.  Blanca  was  in  America 
last  spring  when  Guatemala  City  was  very  nearly 
destroyed  in  an  earthquake.  "We  called  for  three 
days  but  the  phones  were  busy,"  said  Blanca.  She  did 
get  through  after  three  anxious  days  and  found  her 
family  safe,  but  frightened. 

During  her  stay  in  America,  Blanca  has  traveled 
with  her  uncle’s  family  to  New  York,  New  Orleans, 
Wisconsin  and  Massachusetts.  Blanca  is  majoring  in 
Liberal  Arts  and  wants  to  improve  her  English.  When 
asked  if  she  understood  English  before  she  came  to 
America  she  replied,  "1  thought  I did!"  American 
English  is  different  from  the  English  taught  in  schools 
because  pronounciations  vary  and  slang  isn't  included 
in  school  courses. 


Blanca  says  she  doesn't  plan  on  remaining  in  the 
United  States.  Once  her  studies  are  finished  she  will 
return  with  her  education  and  her  experiences  to  her 
family  in  Guatemala. 


Ms.  Blanca  Rodas  of  Guatemala  City,  Guatemala  has  found  her  stay  In  the 
United  Slates  both  Interesting  and  exciting.

Few  attend  open  forum 


Tuition  rises  as  enrollment  falls 


With  only  10  people  in 
attendance.  President  McAninch 
opened  the  floor  for  questions  at 
last  Thursday's  open  forum. 

Primarily,  time  was  spent 
discussing  the  pros  and  cons  of 
using  the  "barn"  as  a student 
activity  center  with  the  SGA  taking 
that  stand,  while  McAninch  and 
certain  faculty  members  felt  that  it 
could  be  belter  used  as  a P.E. 
Instruction  center. 

Other  issues  brought  up  include 


the  student  parking  situation  for 
which  a solution  is  not  yet 
available.  The  need  for  more 
advertisement  of  student  activities, 
student  apathy,  and  the  temper- 
ature of  the  air  conditioning  were 
also  brought  up  at  the  meeting. 

President  McAninch  was  clearly 
disappointed  by  the  lack  of  student 
turnout  and  closed  with  the 
expressed  hope  of  future  student 
improvement  in  this  area.

Bigger  classes  this  year  at 
JJC  is  not  the  effect  of  a 
higher  enrollment,  but  is  the 
result  of  a Financial  crunch. 

An  eleven  percent  in- 
crease of  total  students  was 
expected,  according  to  Doris 
Slocum,  director  of  commun- 
ity relations.  However,  the 
enrollment  only  increased 
two  to  three  percent. 

The  biggest  increase  in 
enrollment  has  been  in  the 
night  classes  and  the 
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satellite  classes.  Some  small- 
er satellite  areas’  enroll- 
ments are  down  while  the 
North  campus  area  is  up. 

The  daytime  student  en- 
rollment has  dropped  .2 
percent,  only  three  to  four 
students  less  than  last  year. 

The  decreased  enrollment 
is  due  to  better  working 
conditions  which  draws  peo- 
ple to  employment.  Enroll- 
ment and  employment  are 
related.  If  unemployment  is 
high,  the  enrollment  is  up 
and  vice  versa. 


The  financial  crunch  has 
been  caused  by  this  year’s 
enrollment  not  meeting  the 
predicted  increase.  Because 
of  the  lower  enrollment 
increase,  money  from  the 
state  and  federal  agencies 
was  not  granted  to  JJC. 

Thus,  the  administration  has 
had  to  cut  back  on  spending. 

No  teachers  have  been 
released,  but  many  have  had 
to  take  on  added  responsibil- 
ities, one  being  larger 
classes.

Cafeteria  food  good ; 
prices  hard  to  digest

The  Student  Government  Association  is  working  on 
having  the  cafeteria  lower  its  food  prices. 

SGA  members  passed  out  a food  service  survey  in 
the  cafeteria  last  Tuesday  and  Friday  between  11  a.m. 
and  1 p.m.  The  survey  questioned  the  price  of  the 
food,  and  asked  for  compliments  and  complaints. 

Four  hundred  surveys  were  returned.  There  were 
224  from  freshmen,  131  from  sophomores  and  22  were 
from  college  employees.  The  survey  asked  four 
questions. 

Each  person  was  to  compare  the  food  at  the  high 
school  they  attended  to  the  food  at  JJC.  The  majority 
stated  that  the  food  is  better  here  at  JJC.  A wide 
variety  of  high  schools  were  represented. 

A second  question  asked  how  much  money  they 
would  be  willing  to  spend  on  a lunch.  SI. 00  - SI. 50 
was  the  favored  response. 


The  last  two  questions  dealt  with  compliments  and 
complaints.  The  majority  agreed  that  the  cafeteria 
was  sanitary  and  convenient. 

The  complaints  were  mainly  about  the  prices  of  the 
different  foods.  Most  said  that  the  desserts  were 
priced  too  high,  especially  pie  at  40  cents  for  one-half 
inch  piece,  and  cookies  at  20  cents  a piece. 

Also,  most  stated  that  the  pop  was  either  too  syrupy 
or  too  foamy.  Other  complaints  were  that  some  foods 
were  served  cold  and  that  too  small  a portion  of  meat 
was  served. 

Judy  Chladek,  SGA  member  and  student  trustee, 
and  Estuardo  Rodas.  SGA  representative,  took  the 
results  of  the  survey  to  the  board  at  last  Monday's 
meeting.  The  board  would  make  no  comment  on  their 
findings. 

Judy  and  Estuardo  plan  to  compare  JJC's  prices 
with  other  college  prices  and  try  to  get  JJC  to  lower  its 
prices.

Kern  defends  cafeteria

JJC  is  not  required  to  have  a food" 
program,  according  to  director  of 
food  service.  Claude  Kern,  there- 
fore no  grounds  exist  for 
comparison  between  a high  school 
cafeteria  and  JJC's  cafeteria. 

Kern  was  reacting  to  a food 
survey  taken  recently  by  the 
Student  Government  Association 
that  asked  students  to  compare  the 
food  to  their  high  school  cafeteria. 

JJC  is  able  to  offer  a greater 
variety  of  food  than  high  schools 
because  of  the  culinary  arts 
program  and  because  the  food 
service  is  self-supported,  unlike 
that  of  high  school  cafeterias, 
which  are  subsidized. 

Kern  compared  other  colleges  to 
JJC  and  found  that  our  prices  are 


not  only  comparable  with  other 
colleges,  but  that  the  quality  of  the 
food  here  exceeds  that  of  most 
other  colleges. 

Kern  stated  that  the  Cafeteria  is 
run  on  the  philosophy  of  providing 
work  and  breaking  even. 

The  service  provided  is  for  the 
advantage  of  the  students.  Break- 
fast does  not  have  to  be  served 
from  7 a.m.  to  10  a.m.,  and  lunch 
from  10  a.m.  to  2 p.m.;  the  time  for 
each  could  be  shortened;Kerns 
said. 

The  food  served  is  also  to  the 
student's  advantage.  The  cafeteria 
is  run  on  a twenty-cycle  menu, 
meaning  that  many  dishes  are 
rotated.  Old  favorites  such  as 
hamburgers  and  french  fries  are 
always  prepared. 


Kern  believes  that  the  students 
as  a whole  are  satisfied  by  the  food 
and  the  service  they  receive  in  the 
cafeteria. 

Last  year,  there  were  358,978 
customers.  This  year,  about  2000 
people  use  the  cafeteria  every  day. 

The  food  service  program  spends 
47.3  per  cent  of  every  dollar  to 
purchase  food.  This  is  the  figure 
: obtained  from  the  average  of  last 
year’s  figures.  An  effecient 
restaurant  would  spend  only  35  to 
40  per  cent  on  food  costs. 

The  rest  of  the  dollar  is  broken 
into  36.24  per  cent  for  labor  and 
worker's  benefits:  13.78  per  cent 
for  disposable  supplies,  such  as 
napkins:  2.45  per  cent  goes  into 
miscellaneous  and  repairs.  Three 


per  cent  is  profit,  is  pul  back  into 
the  program  as  improvements. 

Kern  believes  that  the  food 
service  is  doing  its  best  to  provide 
the  service  that  the  students  want. 

He  says  that  if  anyone  feels  that 
he  hasn't  recieved  a full  portion,  he 
should  ask  the  person  who  served 
him  if  it  is  the  right  size.  Anyone 
can  make  a mistake.  Kern  pointed 

One  improvement  that  Kern  says 
is  being  developed  is  a snack  bar  in 
D-mall. 

He  feels  it  will  benefit  the 
students,  and  be  used  in  the 
morning  at  the  10  a.m.  breaks,  and 
also  in  the  evenings. 

He  said  that  it  may  take  a while, 
but  he  hopes  to  have  it  approved  by 
the  board  soon.

Lou  Johnson,  of  Projects  IV, 
stated  that  because  of  the  breach  of 
contract,  O'Brien  and  Sevara  have 
been  dropped  from  his  agency. 

A $500  fee  was  to  be  paid  to 
O’Brien  and  Sevara  by  SGA  for 
their  performances.  However,  the 
fee  was  not  paid.  "And  we  do  not 
intend  to  pay  it."  Pillard  said. 

Projects  IV  is  still  interested  in 
providing  good  entertainment  for 
JJC  students,  and  is  trying  to 
negotiate  a satisfactory  replace- 


locker  situation.  Louis  Korilko, 
Chief  of  Security,  was  on  hand  to 
give  a brief  descripton  of  the 
existing  problems  along  with  some 
possible  solutions. 

First,  only  about  50  per  cent  of 
the  lockers  arc  usable,  mostly 
because  of  lost  or  unreturned  keys, 
said  Korilko.

Joliet  added  one  more  touchdown, 
when  Scott  Gaertner  scored  on  a 
one  yard  plunge. 

Before  Hollingsworth  arrived, 
the  Wolves  had  fumbled  away  six 
scoring  opportunities.  In  the 
second  and  third  quarters,  the 
offense  only  generated  69  yards. 

Meanwhile  the  defensive  unit 
led  by  Jerry  (Juice)  Washington, 
John  Minor,  Steve  Tolin,  John 
Novak.  Chet  Moss,  Alan  Hawks, 
Don  Thurston  and  Jack  Niedbalski, 


held  Triton  with  11  tackles  for  41 
yards  in  losses. 

In  the  second  quarter,  after  the 
offense  fumbled,  the  defense 
pushed  Triton  back  from  the  one 
after  a six  minute  and  30  second 
drive.  The  only  time  it  gave  in  was 
in  (lie  third  quarter  when  a fumbled 
punt  and  a fake  field  goal  run  for  a 
first  down  resulted  in  Triton’s  only 
score,  a 10-yard  touchdown  pass. 

Coach  Jerry  Yost  is  “very 
pleased  with  the  way  the  defense 
has  played  so  far  this  season".  He 
felt  the  reason  for  the  fumbles  was 


a "lack  of  concentration  on  the 
running  backs”. 

The  change  of  quarterbacks  was 
the  big  difference  in  the  game. 
Sophomore  quarterback  Steve 
Turk  started  his  first-  game  in  place 
of  the  injured  Jim  Bourdouris,  and 
had  trouble  hitting  open  receivers. 
That’s  when  coach  Yost  brought  in 
Phil  Hollingsworth.  Phil  connected 
with  three  out  of  eight  passes  for  87 
yards  and  two  touchdowns.

A candidate  Tor  the  position  of 
vice  president  for  administrative 
services  has  been  selected  pending 
board  approval  after  more  than  70 
applicants  were  screened  for  the 
position. 

Joliet  Junior  College  has  been 
without  a vice  president  in  that 


position  since  former  vice  president 
James  Hines  left  in  September. 

Robert  Glenn,  associate  director 
of  personnel,  has  been  running  the 
department  since  Hines'  depart- 

Dr.  Harold  McAnich.  JJC 
president,  said  some  duties  of  the 
vice  president  have  been  delayed 
because  Glenn  has  had  to  direct 


two  branches  of  the  college  at  once. 
. The  responsibilities  of  the  vice 
president  of  administrative  serv- 
ices include  food  services,  the  book 
store,  health  service,  buildings  and 
grounds  and  business  functions. 

McAnich  pointed  out  that 
although  these  functions  are  not 
directly  related  to  education,  they 


arc  necessary  for  the  college  to  run 
smoothly. 

Six  finalists  were  interviewed  for 
the  position  separately  by 
McAnich,  Glenn,  Walter  Zaida, 
vice  presideni  for  planning  and 
information  resources:  and  Dr. 
Dwight  E.  Davis,  executive  vice 
president  for  instructional  services. 

Each  interviewer  ranked  the 


Finalists  from  one  to  six.  McAnich 
said  all  interviewers  were  unani- 
mous in  their  first  choice. 

McAnich  did  not  want  to  name 
the  candidate  until  the  five  other 
finalists  had  been  notified. 

The  candidate,  if  accepted  by  the 
board  at  its  Oct.  II  meeting,  will 
take  charge  of  the  department  Oct. 
25. 
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JJC  students  tinker  with  leadership

The  46  JJC  students  who 
attended  the  Leadership  Confer- 
ence in  Williams  Bay.  Wis.  could 
show  Jimmy  Carter  and  Jerry  Ford 
a thing  or  two  in  good  leadership. 

The  club  representatives  and 
Student  Government  members 
learned  what  it  is  to  be  a good 
leader  in  four  different  sessions. 
Each  of  the  four  sessions 
eonsentrated  on  "Awareness  and 
Acceptance  Exercises",  Processing 
Data  and  Decision  Making  ", 
Cooperation,  Collaboration  and 
Goal  Setting"  and  Developing  a 
Plan  of  Action." 

In  the  first  session,  speaker  Del 
Kinney  explained  that  before  u 
group  can  function,  the  leader  must 
make  the  members  feel  a sense  of 
common  membership. 

Kinney  also  stressed  that 
awareness  is  important  for  a group 
to  function.  To  illustrate  this,  he 
had  the  group  split  up  into  pairs  to 
rate  each  other  in  areas  concerning 
leadership.  Some  of  these  areas 
included  easy  going  or  strong 
willed,  reserved  or  dynamic  and 
warm  or  distant.  A majority  of  the 
students  found  ,that  they  viewed 
themselves  differently  from  the 
way  their  partner  viewed  them. 

In  other  sessions,  Kinney 
emphasized  the  cooperation  and 
collaboration  between  leaders  and 
workers.  To  show  this,  he  split  the 
group  into  smaller  groups  in  which 
students  were  either  planners  or 
operators.  The  planners  were  then 


given  pieces  of  a puzzle  for  which 
they  were  to  explain  to  the 
operators  how  the  puzzle  was  put 
together.  Kinney  used  a lack  of 
communication,  misdirection  and 
deliberately  gave  wrong  informa- 
tion in  explaining  the  procedure. 
This  action  made  it  difficult  for  the 
planners  and  operators  to  work 
together,  showing  the  need  for 
cooperation  and  eollagoration. 

In  the  final  session,  each  club 
worked  out  a plan  of  action  for  their 
club's  activities  and  analyzed  its 
effectiveness. 

Students  took  the  initiative  in- 
awareness  and  acceptance  exer- 
cises during  free  time  of  the  first 
night  by  getting  together  with 
guitars  and  beers.  Taking  the  spot 
light  as  singer  and  guitarist,  Carol 
McMurry.  student  affairs  secre- 
tary. lead  the  students  into  rousing 
choruses  of  "Country  Roads"  and 
"Okie  from  Muskogee."  After 
making  new  friends  on  the  first 
night,  students  grouped  together  to 
hit  the  bars  in  Lake  Geneva  on  the 
second  night. 

Student  Government  speculated 
on  having  another  Leadership 
Conference  this  year.  However. 
JJC  President  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch  felt  that  no  decision 
should  be  made  until  the  club 
representatives  and  SGA  members 
show  that  they've  used  what 
they’ve  learned  at  the  Leadership 
Conference. 

To  wrap  up  the  conference,  each 
club  was  instructed  to  take  pieces 


of  tinker  toys  and  construct  a figure 
representing  what  each  club  stood 
for.  Then,  each  club  put  their 
figures  into  one  abstract  figure. 
Director  of  Student  Affairs  Henry 
Pillard  explained  what  the  whole 
figure  stood  for.  He  said.  "Every 
piece  was  connccted-that  is  every 
contribution  makes  up  the  whole. 
No  person  could  exist  very  long  as 
an  island  or  a separate  identity  to 
himself." 

He  continued,  "I  saw  a piece 
emblematical  of  power,  of  guidance 
and  direction.  No  organization  or 
individual  can  exist  without  either. 
Another  piece  was  emblematical  of 
balance  in  all  direction.  It  was 
equal  distance  up.  down,  right, 
left,  forward  and  backward.  Being 
equal  in  balance  is  what  organiza- 
tions should  strive  for." 

Kinney  finished  off  by  saying 
that  the  leftover  pieces  remaining 
symbolized  the  rest  of  the  clubs 
who  needed  to  be  filled  in  on  what 
happened  at  the  conference.

Despite  the  rain  Saturday  night, 
the  Wolves  washed  away  Illinois 
Valley  Community  College  20-7  on 
the  soggy  turf  of  Joliet  Memorial 
Stadium.

Phalen  carried  the  ball  18  times  for 
89  yards. 

With  the  score  14-7  in  the  third 
quarter,  former  Joliet  West 
running  back  Tom  Matichak  scored 
from  seven  yards  out  to  make  the 
final  score  20-7.  Matichak  rushed 


20  times  for  52  yards. 

Illinois  Valley  had  defeated 
Triton  and  Harper  colleges  before 
they  ran  into  the  undefeated 
Wolves.  Illinois  Valley  had  all  kinds 
of  trouble  with  the  JJC  defense. 
The  Wolves  defensive  unit  has  only

JJC  vandalism  declining

Vandalism  of  candy  and  cigarette 
machines  docs  not  seem  to  be  a 
problem  at  JJC  this  year. 

"Vandalism  is  always  a problem, 
but  recently  we  have  less  than  we 
did  a few  years  ago."  Claude  Kern, 
director  of  food  service  said. 

"Some  people  try  to  use  tokens 
and  foreign  money  in  the  machines 


and  there  are  even  some  who  try  to 
xerox  dollar  bills  to  put  in  the 
change  machines,"  he  said. 

Two  weeks  ago.  a cigarette 
machine  in  D Mall  was  broken  but 
no  money  and  only  a few  packs  of 
cigarettes  were  taken.  Kern  said. 

"The  main  problem  is  the 
prankster.  He  can  affect  the  next 
hundred  people  behind  him.  A 


couple  years  ago.  we  had  some 
students  turn  a cigarette  machine 
upside  down  and  shake  everything 
out  of  it.  but  we've  had  nothing  like 
that  recently."  he  said. 

Louis  Korilko,  chief  security 
officer,  believes  any  problem  with 
vandalism  is  caused  by  the  failure 
of  the  machines  to  provide  its 


"People  get  angry  when  they 
lose  'money  in  a machine,  so 
sometimes  they  hit  it  or  kick  it.  " 
Korilko  said. 

Equipment  should  be  updated  to 
provide  better  services,  but  there 
has  been  no  reports  of  malicious 
vandalism.  Korilko  said.  "And 
the  service  people  have  not 
reported  any  damages  or  thefts,  he 


"Student  conduct  has  been 
tremendous  this  year."  Korilko 
said,  adding.  "There  is  noticeably 
.1  lack  of  real  problems." 

Persons  who  lose  money  in 
vending  machines  may  sign  up 
with  the  cafeteria  cashier  for 
reimbursement.

Snacks  in  D Mall

The  students  inhabiting  the 
temporary  buildings  and  buildings 
A.B.C.D.E.F  and  G may  be  spared 
the  hike  to  the  cafeteria  if  a 
proposal  made  by  Claude  Kern, 
director  of  food  services,  is  passed 
by  the  board. 

Kern  has  suggested  that  a snack 
bar  be  installed  where  the  vending 
machines  arc  presently  located  in  D 
Mall.  The  vending  area,  he  said, 
was  designed  with  a snack  bar  in 
mind  and  already  has  electrical  and 
water  facilities. 

The  snack  area,  Kern  went  on  to 
say,  would  serve  coffee,  soft 
drinks,  rolls,  popcorn,  candy  and 
other  snacks.  Meals,  even  items 
such  as  hotdogs  could  not  be 
served  at  the  snack  bar  because 
cooking  would  require  a ventilation 
system  and  stricter  health- stand- 
ards. 


The  advantages  and  disadvant- 
ages of  the  snack  bar  have  been 
discussed  at  two  sessions  of  the 
board  without  any  decisions  as  of 
yet.  The  maintenance  department 
is  worried  that  unsanitary  condi- 
tions may  exist  because  of  the 
presence  of  food,  and  accordihg  to 
Kern,  fears  that  there  may  be  an 
additional  cleaning  cost. 

One  possible  way  to 
any  sanitation  . problems  Kern 
suggests  is  the  removal  of  the 
carpet  and  the  addition  of  tables 
and  chairs. 

The  only  present  source  of 
snacks  in  the  D Mall  area  is  the 
vending  machines  and  they  tend  to 
run  out  or  break.  Kern  said.  The 
snack  bar  would  not  only  stop  this 
problem  but  jjIso.  in  Kern's 
opinion,  benefit  day  and  night 
school  students  alike.

Dr.  Cody  Sweet,  body  language 
expert,  spoke  to  a maximum  crowd 
in  the  JuCo  theatre  October  6. 

Dr.  Sweet  is  president  of 
NONVERBAL  COMMUNI- 
CATIONS. INC.,  a private  research 
company  in  Mt.  Prospect.  Illinois 
which  measures  interpersonal 
communicative  behavior. 

A platform-lecturer  and  talk 
show  guest.  Dr.  Sweet  firmly 
believes  that  nonverbal  communi- 
cation can  be  the  key  to 
self-confidence  and  success. 

Wednesday's Jecturc  began  with 
Dr.  Sweet  directing  the  audience  to 
shake  hands  with  one  another. 
Later  in  the  lecture  she  explained 
how  to  tell  a warm  person  from  a 
cold  one  by  their  handshake.  Dr. 
Sweet  demonstrated  that  a sure 
sign  of  a cold  personality  is  when  a 
person  wipes  his  hand  on  his  shirt 
after  a handshake. 

Body  language  in  dating  was  also 
discussed.  Dr.  Sweet  gave  the 
audience  some  hints  on  how  to 
know  whether  or  not  you're  making

a hit  with  your  date,  using  students 
Jim  Coe  and  Donna  Zdunich  to 
demonstrate.  Dr.  Sweet  explained 
that  the  four  stages  of  courtship 
behavior  tell  you  what  kind  of 
impression  you're  making  on  your 
date.  In  the  first  stage.  Coe 
demonstrated  positive  response  to 
Zdunich  as  he  stood  up  straight. 

In  the  second  state.  Dr.  Sweet 
explained  that  the  male  or  female 
will  show  positive  response  by 
preening,  as  Coe  checked  his  hair 
and  straightened  his  clothing. 

In  the  fourth  and  fifth  stages. 
Coe  and  Zdunich  demonstrated 
positive  response  through  body 
position  and  body  contact. 

Dr.  Sweet  also  gave  some  helpful 
hints  concerning  classroom  body 
language.  She  advised  the  students 
on  where  and  how  to  sit  in  a 
classroom  in  order  to  get  better 
grades. 

She  said  that  some  teachers  are 
impressed  by  listening  habits  such 
as  leaning  forward  in  a seal, 
cocking  the  head  to  the  side  as  if  to 
listen  carefully  and  not  falling 
asleep.

Cody  then  went  on  to  tell  the 
audience  more  about  herself  and 
how  she  became  interested  in  body 
language.  As  an  undergraduate 
student  at  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity. Cody  had  been  extremely 
overweight  and.  as  a result,  found 
herself  usually  on  the  outside  of 
groups.  She  became  an  enthusia- 
stic people-watcher.  She  studied 
other  student's  gestures,  facial 
expressions,  eye  contact  and 
physical  attractability. 

Dr.  Sweet  earned  her  Ph.D.  at 
NU  and  did  post-doctoral  work  at 
Harvard  University.  She  taught  in 
the  area  of  speech  and  has 
conducted  seminars  in  "Nonverbal 
Awareness  Training." 

Dr.  Sweet  believes  that  everyone 
has  the  power  to  become  more 
confident  and  attractive.  She  says 
there  are  three  groups  of  people  in 
the  world:  Those  that  make  things 
happen,  those  that  watch  things 
happen,  and  those  who  don't  know 
what's  happening.  Nonverbal 
communication  is  an  important 
facet  in  deciding  to  which  group 
you  will  belong.

May  may  send  75c  to  Doris 
Slocum,  director  of  community 
relations,  and  their  yearbooks 
will  be  mailed  to  them. 

Part  time  students  may 
purchase  the  books,  discounting 
30c  per  credit  hour  taken  during 
the  1975-76  year  from  the  total 
price  of  S7.00.  Freshmen  who 
wish  to  purchase  a book  may  do 
so  for  S7.00. 

Faculty,  administrators,  and 
other  staff  members  may 


purchase  the  books  for  57.00  if 
they  want  to  be  assured  of 
receiving  one;  however,  if  there 
arc  books  remaining  after  the 
students  have  finished  picking 
up  theirs,  staff  members  may 
receive  one  free. 

The  yearbook  commemorates 
the  college's  75th  anniversary 
which  celebrates  the  establish- 
ment of  Joliet  Junior  College  as 
the  oldest  public  community 
college  in  the  nation. 


The  trail,  which  basically 
outlines  Lake  JuCo  and  the  forest 
areas  around  the  north  end  of  the 
campus,  stretches  about  two  miles 
long.

HOMECOMING 
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The  JJC  board  of  trustees  is 
considering  a tax  referendum. 
Officials  said  a tax  increase  is 
needed  because  the  state  said  that 
JJC  receives  has  been  lowered. 

The  state  aid  has  decreased  from 
$18.50  per  credit  hour  three  years 
ago  to  $16.03  per  credit  hour  last 

The  tuition  has  been  increased, 
but  that  alone  will  not  cover 
inflation,  according  to  President 
Harold  McAnich.  The  local  taxes 
arc  not  keeping  pace  with  the 
student  growth,  he  continued. 

Before  the  board  makes  a 
decision,  a citizens'  committee  will 
be  formed.  The  committee  will 
consist  of  people  asked  by  the 
board  members  to  serve.  Forty  to 
sixty  people,  who  will  represent  the 
entire  district,  will  make  up  the 
committee. 

President  McAninch  feels  (hat 
the  tax  referendum  is  what  is 
needed  to  help  balance  the  budget. 
He  says  that  the  money  a tax 
referendum  would  bring  in  would 
make  up  for  lost  state  aid.

Mr.  Fingers  promises 
that  inside  the  can  is  his  written  prediction  of  the 
present  day’s  news  headlines,  etc.  Yet  this  can  has 
been-in  the  possession  of  a prominent  college  official 
for  weeks.  Could  this  be?  Is  ESP  for  real?

Jupiter,  king 
of  the  gods,  tries,  and  in  his  efforts 
that  provide  the  conflict,  resulting 
in  a surprising  turn  of  events.

The  Wolves  remained  un- 
defeated Thursday  night,  as  they 
nipped  the  Rams  of  Wright  Junior 
College  8-7. 

With  Wright  leaping  7-0  and  just 
two  minutes  remaining  in  the  game 
JJC  quarterback  Phil  Hollings- 
worth scored  from  2 yards  out  to 
make  it  7-6.  Coach  Jerry  Yost 
decided  to  go  for  the  2 point 
conversion.  Hollingsworth  rolled  to 
the  left  side,  where  he  found  Scott 
Gaertner  open  for  the  game 
winning  catch. 

It  was  a big  game  for  both  teams. 
Wright  was  rated  first  in  the  state 
and  the  Wolves'  were  rated 
second.  Both  teams  are  very  strong 
defensively.  The  Wolves'  have 
given  up  an  average  of  just  over  3 
points  a game  going  into  the 
contest,  and  Wright  is  well  known 
for  their  size.  Their  defensive  line 
averages  just  over  245  pounds. 

The  two  teams  were  equally 
matched,  as  they  both  came  away 


with  14  first  downs.  The  Wolves 
out-passed  the  Rams  84  yards  to 
53,  and  finished  with  205  total 
yards,  while  the  Rams  ended  up 
with  201  total  yards.  .

Policy  changes  wait

Anyone  interested  in  giving  the 
board  of  trustees  input  on  policy 
changes  now  has  a better 
opportunity  to  do  so. 

The  board  established  a one 
month  waiting  period  for  policy 
changes  or  for  the  acceptance  of 
new  policies  before  any  action  is 
taken. 

This  waiting  period  allows 
people  who  are  interested  in  or 
affected  by  any  changes  to  be  put 
on  the  agenda  to  speak  to  the 
board,  and  it  allows  them  to  reach 
the  board  before  action  is  taken. 

This  new  policy,  which  was 
adopted  at  the  October  1 1 meeting, 
was  prompted  by  a memo  sent  to 
the  board  by  teachers'  union 
president  John  Stobnrt. 

Originally,  Stobart  gave  the 
board  three  proposals  which  could

allow  more  public  input. 

In  the  first  proposal,  Stobart 
suggested  that  the  phrase  "public 
response”  be  added  to  the  agenda 
directly  before  "adjournment"  to 
allow  audience  members  to  address 
the  board. 

The  second  proposal  suggested 
that  the  word  "other"  be  placed  on 
the  agenda  as  a regular  item  to 
allow  for  input. 

The  third  proposal,  which  the 
board  accepted,  stated  that  the 
board  should  "establish  the 
practice  of  a first  reading  for  any 
policy  change  one  month  prior  to 
voting.” 

Stobart  explained  the  union's 
position  on  the  eliangc  saying  "For 
years  the  union  fell  that  the  board 
procedure  inhibited  speakers  at 
their  regular  meetings." 

President  Harold  McAninch. 
however,  disagreed.  He  said  that 
when  speakers  not  on  the  agenda 
wished  to  address  the  board,  the 
board  has  moved  to  suspend  the 
rules  in  order  to  hear  the  speaker. 

In  explaining  the  reason  for  his 
concern  in  the  memo.  Stobart  said, 
"Currently  it  is  necessary  for  a 
person  to  ask  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  several  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  in  question,  and  often 
concerned  persons  are  not  notified 
that  items  relating  to  them  are  on 


the  agenda." 

The  procedure  Stobart  referred 
to  says  that  a written  request  must 
be  sent  in  at  least  six  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  at  which  the  speaker 
wishes  to  address  the  board.  This 
does  not  necessarily  guarantee  that 
the  speaker  wifi  be  heard  at  the 
meeting  he  wishes  to  attend. 

According  to  the  policy,  "The 
board,  through  its  secretary, 
reserves  the  right  to  schedule  such 
appearances  at  any  meeting  at 
which  the  presentation  can  con- 
veniently be  heard.” 

According  to  Stobart.  all  one 
could  do  to  be  heard  before  the  new 
policy  was  passed  was  to  stand  up 
and  out  shout  the  board  members, 
"And  I've  done  that  before,"  he 

Stobart  recalled  one  incident 
^several  years  ago  in  which  the 
teachers  took  such  action  to  be 
heard.  He  said,  "We  had  to  do  this 
to  get  collective  bargaining." 

McAninch  also  recalled  the 
incident.  However,  he  said  that 
several  teachers  tried  to  spe.  k at 
once  and  bargain  at  the  board 
meeting  instead  of  the  bargaining 
table. 

Stobart  explained  that  the  cause 
of  the  arguement  stemmed  from 
the  failure  on  the  negotiates  part 
to  sit  down  and  negotiate.

“Amphitryon  38".  the  JC 
Players’  first  production  of  the  year 
is  now  in  performance. 

The  plot  is  not  a complicated 
one.  yet  it  is,  at  times,  laced  with 
sophisticated  humor.  The  action 
revolves  around  General  Amphi- 
tryon of  Ancient  Greece,  his 
faithful  wife,  Alkemena,  and 
Jupiter  who  has  taken  a fancy  to 
the  lovely  Alkemena.  With  the  aid 
of  his  mischievous  son.  Mercury. 
Jupiter  goes  about  the  task  of 
seducing  her  by  taking  the  form  of 
her  husband. 

The  show  itself  is  nicely  paced 
and  offers  much  in  the  way  of  light 
comedy.  Jean  Giradoux  does  not 
Renee  Burgess  as  Leda  try  to  keep  the  play  positively 


Greek,  nor  absolutely  modern,  but 
rather  an  equal  and  well  put 
together  mixture  of  both.  While  the 
costumes  and  set  are  as  they 
should  be  for  Ancient  Greece,  the 
dialogue  slips  easily  and  often  into 
very  modern  and  sophisticated 
puns  and  double  entendre. 

The  entire  cast  is  a very  able  one 
and  seemed  to  have  no  trouble  in 
timing  their  lines  or  movements. 
You  arc  aware  from  the  start  that  a 
great  deal  of  study  and  preparation 
went  into  the  roles. 

Chuck  Jenkin's  Amphitryon  is 
properly  proud  and  business-like, 
comically  so.

Alkemena  and  Dean  Hunter  as 
Mercury  are  really  excellent  and 
their  scene  together  is  one  of  the 
high  points  of  the  show. 

The  supporting  roles  are  all  quite 
well  done,  especially  Renee 
Burgess'  interpretation  of  Queen 
Leda  who  was  visited  by  Jupiter  in 
the  guise  of  a swan.

Coach  Jerry  Yost  decided  to 
move  defensive- back  Jerry  (Juice) 
Washington  to  running  back  this 
week.  It  turned  out  to  be  a good 
move,  because  the  sophomore 
running  back  gained  95  yards  in 
just  9 carries.  One  of  his  carries 
resulted  in  a 42  yard  touchdown 
run,  which  put  the  Wolves  ahead 
22-0  at  the  half. 


The  defense  did  another  great 
job.  as  they  held  Kennedy  King  to 
just  24  yards  rushing,  and  150  total 
yards.

Wolves  down,  but  not  out

By  neglecting  Kennedy-King 
Junior  College,  Harper  Community 
College  may  have  given  JJC  the 
Illinois  Community  College  State 
Football  Championship. 

‘‘We  control  our  own  destiny,” 
said  Coach  Jerry  Yost.  "If  we  win 
our  next  two  games  we  will 
automatically  win  the  champion- 
ship.” 

Harper's  record  is  the  same  as 
JJC’s  and  since  the  Wolves  fell  to 
Harper,  it  would  seem  that  Harper 
had  the  championship  safely 
tucked  away.  However,  because  of 
a failure  by  Harper  to  play 


Kennedy-King.  their  hold  on  the 
title  is  not  at  all  firm. 

Coach  Yost  explained  that,  in 
1974,  the  first  year  a Junior  College 
State  Champion  was  declared,  a list 
of  criteria  was  set  up  to  determine 
who  the  champion  was.  The 
number  one  criteria  states,  "the 
Illinois  community  college  football 
team  with  the  best  record  against 
other  Illinois  community  colleges  is 
automatically  the  state  champion." 

JJC  played  all  Illinois  colleges 
where  as  Harper  played  Concordia 
College  of  Milwaukee  instead  of 
Kennedy-King.  Harper  defeated 


Concordia,  making  their  record  7-1 , 
the  same  as  the  JJC  record  will  be 
if  the  team  wins  its  last  two  games. 

However,  because  of  the  rule 
stating  that  the  record  of  wins  and 
losses  must  be  against  other  Illinois 
colleges,  the  Concordia  victory  will 
not  count  on  Harper's  record.  This 
will  give  Harper  a record  of  6-1  to 
JJC's  record  of  7-1 . 

Should  JJC  take  the  state 
championship,  it  will  automatically 
host  the  Midwest  Bowl,  which  pits 
the  best  team  from  Illinois  against 
the  best  of  Minnesota's  teams. 
According  to  Yost,  the  two 
Minnesota  teams  presently  fight- 


ing for  the  championship  arc 
Rochester  and  Normandale  Com- 
munity Colleges.  JJC  was  defeated 
by  Normandale  in  the  first  annual 
Midwest  Bowl  two  years  ago. 

Farther  off  is  the  possibility  that 
the  Wolves  may  be  invited  to  the 
Junior  Rose  Bowl.  Yost  explained 
that  the  Bowl  Selection  Committee 
in  Pasedena  California  selects  the 
team  they  feel  is  the  most 
representative  Junior  College  in 
the  U.S.  and  pair  that  team  up  with 
the  most  representative  California 
team. 

Commenting  on  the  possibility  of 


JJC  playing  in  the  Rose  Bowl,  Yost 
said,  "the  possibility  of  going  to 
the  Rose  Bowl  was  reduced 
drastically  by  the  Harper  defeat, 
but  a win  in  the  Midwest  Bowl  will 
make  us  a prime  candidate." 

All  hope  for  either  bowl  hinges 
on  the  next  two  games,  the  first  of 
which  is  being  played  tomorrow 
night  at  the  Joliet  Memorial 
Stadium. 

"I  think  we're  going  to  win. 
We’re  going  to  play  the  most 
inspired  game  of  the  season. 
Anyone  who  likes  football  would  be 
stupid  to  miss  this  game,"  Yost 
said. 


48TH  YEAR 
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Fabrycki  man  of  many  faces

JJC's  Art  Chairman  William 
Fabrycki  plays  many  parts,  that  of 
actor,  painter,  writer,  stuntman, 
and  teacher. 

A painter  by  training,  Fabrycki 
has  been  interested  in  acting  for  20 
years.  His  interest  began  his 
freshman  year  at  Ball  State 
University  in  Muncie,  Indiana 
where  he  played  Captain  Fisby  in 
"Tea  House  of  the  August  Moon." 

Fabrycki  worked  at  a number  of 
summer  stock  groups  and  then 
decided  to  become  a professional. 
He  auditioned  for  an  agent  and 
began  playing  bit  parts  on 
television  and  in  films. 

As  a stuntman  in  the  movie 
"Shoot"  with  Ernest  Borgnine, 
Cliff  Robertson,  and  Henry  Silva, 
Fabrycki  was  killed  four  times  and 
had  a minor  role  as  an  army  officer. 

"Many  stars  are  standoffish," 
says  Fabrycki,  "but  Borgnine  was 


jovial  and  outgoing  and  Henry  Silva 
is  a brilliant  actor  and  the  finest 
I've  ever  worked  with." 

Fabrycki  says  he's  been  stereo- 
typed as  a policeman  or  soldier  and 
has  done  many  police  shows  on 
Canadian  television,  among  them 
“Sidestreet"  with  Jerry  Mayer. 

Fabrycki  has  doubled  for  William 
Holden  in  "Network"  and  has 
appeared  in  "Walking  Tall  II"  with 
Bo  Svenson  and  "Breaking  Point" 
where  he  searched  Svenson’s  car. 
but  he  says  his  favorite  film  is  a 
Canadian  Broadcasting  Corpora- 
tion (CBC)  pilot  film  "Turncoat" 
with  John  Verman. 

At  Theatre  Kingston  in  King- 
ston, Ontario,  Fabrycki  played 
Wild  Bill  Hickock  in  Arthur  Kopit's 
"Indians",  a social  comment  on 
the  plight  of  the  American  Indian. 
To  prepare  for  the  role  Fabrycki 
read  three  books  on  Hickock. 

Writing  is  another  area  Fabrycki 


has  interest  in.  He  wrote  the  script 
"The  Resignation  of  R.  P.  Q5, 
Lower  Case  a"  which  will  be 
broadcast  over  CBC  in  early  1977. 
He  also  had  the  option  to  sell  a 
second  script  but  the  series  was 
cancelled. 

"There's  good  money  in  script 
writing  and  acting."  Fabrycki 
said,  "It’s  fun  to  do  but  it's  also  for 
pay.  A bit  player  can  make 
S140-S70  a day  for  minor  roles." 

Fabrycki  didn't  forget  his  art 
training  though  and  is  represented 
by  a Toronto  studio,  Gallery  O. 
Fabrycki  paints  and  makes  masks 
and  shields  depicting  North 
American  Indian  and  African  art. 
"I'm  a contemporary  artist  looking 
at  history."  Fabrycki  says.  He  also 
wrote  a column  for  Art  Magazine. 

When  Fabrycki  decided  to  return 
to  teaching  he  chose  JJC  because 
he  liked  the  size  and  atmosphere. 
"I  Wouldn't  like  teaching  30,000 
students.  I enjoy  the  interchange 
between  students  and  faculty  and 
the  location,  being  close  to  Chicago 
offers  many  opportunities." 
Fabrycki  however,  is  not  limiting 
himself  to  teaching,  he  appeared  in 
"Tom  Stoppard's  The  Real 
Detective  Hound"  a British 
comedy  that  closed  at  Curbside 
Playhouse  last  weekend. 

An  Ottawa  gallery  still  repre- 
sents Fabrycki's  work  and  he  will 
have  a show  in  March  at  the 
Montreal  Visual  Arts  Center. 


Fabrycki  also  plans  to  exhibit  his 
work  here,  along  with  other  faculty 
members  in  February.

Kendall  SWAT  team  just  like  TV

Television's  SWAT  team  isn't 
that  far  from  the  truth. 

The  real  thing  is  happening  not 
far  from  here. 

Thomas  Usry,  sheriff  of  Kendall 
County,  reported  on  the  operations 
of  a S.W.A.T.  team  to  a JuCo  law 
enforcement  class  recently. 

S.W.A.T.  is  an  abbreviation  for 
special  weapons  and  tactics.  The 
members  of  the  team  use  weapons 
not  used  by  the1  police  on  the  skills 
and  maneuvers. 

A S.W.A.T.  team  is  a specialty 
unit  of  the  regular  police  force.  The 
members  all  volunteer  for  duty 
after  two  or  three  years  in  the 
regular  service.  They  train  for  six 
to  eight  month  before  they  become 

A complete  S.W.A.T.  team 


consists  of  an  "A"  team  and  a ' B" 
team.  On  the  "A"  team  are  a 
squad  leader,  usually  a sargeant  or 
a lieutenant,  a scout,  who  carries 
forceable  entry  tools,  an  anti- 
sniper,  who  is  paired  with  an 
observer  and  a unit  defense  man. 

The  "B”  team  consists  of  a 
grenadier  and  an  observer.  This 
team  carries  the  smoke  and  tear 
gas  needed  to  overcome  the 
opposition. 

All  the  members  of  both  teams 
wear  black  jumpsuits  for  identifi- 
cation and  for  hiding  among  the 
shadows.  All  wear  combat  boots 
that  have  rubber  soles  for  traction 
when  climbing.  A black  baseball 
cap  is  also  worn  for  identification. 
A squad  leader  has  a vertical  strip 
of  white  tape  on  the  back  of  his  cap 


and  a scout  has  a horizontal  strip  of 
white  tape  on  the  back  of  his  cap  for 
identification.  All  the  members 
wear  a protective  vest. 

The  team  wears  shoulder 
holsters  to  carry  hand  guns,  but 
their  principle  gun  is  the  shoulder 
gun  rifle.  The  scout  carries  a 12 
guage  model  37  shot  gun.  The  anti- 
sniper  carries  a model  600 
Remington  rifle  with  a mounted 
scope.  His  observer  carries  a shot 
gun.  The  unit  defense  man  carries 
a model  76  submachine  gun.  smoke 
grenades  and  firecrackers  which 
are  used  for  diversion.  The 
grenadir  carries  a 36mm  gas  gun 
and  his  observer  carries  a shot  gun 
with  a can  thrower  attacted. 

Barricaded  gunmen,  snipers, 
and  terrorists  are  the  three  major 


groups  S.W.A.T.  team’s  work 
against.  The  S.W.A.T.  team's  goal 
is  to  counter,  eliminate  or 
neutralize  the  opposing  force.  They 
achieve  their  goal  through  stealth, 
special  trained  skills  and  with 
minimum  shots  fired. 

Mostly,  the  S.W.A.T.  team  tries 
to  capture  the  opposition.  They  try 
to  accomplish  this  with  no  or  only 
one  shot  fired.  The  S.W.A.T.  man 
who  fires  that  one  shot  is  the 
anti-sniper.  He  shoots  only  when 
there  is  nothing  left  to  try. 

In  a given  situation,  the  regular 
police  contain  the  opposition  in  a 
general  area,  a building  usually. 
Then  they  isolate  the  building  and 
all  the  surrounding  area  which  is  in 
the  range  of  the  opposition's  fire. 
Also  a command  post  is  established 


and  communication  with  the 
opposition  is  set  up.  Next  they  try 
to  determine  who  the  opposition  is, 
the  reasons  for  what  caused  the 
situation  and  what  his  demands 
are.  A hostage  negotiator  is  sent  to 
find  out  the  demands  and  to  stall 
for  time. 

By  this  time,  a S.W.A.T.  team 
has  studied  the  blueprints  of  the 
building  and  has  formed  a plan. 

First  the  assault  team,  squad 
leader,  scout  and  unit  defense  man 
is  sent  out.  They  then  outmaneuver 
the  opposition  by  a planned 
technique.  Meanwhile,  the  anti- 
sniper  and  his  observer  are  set  up 
SO  to  300  yards  away  with  a clear 
view  of  the  opposition.  The 
grenadier  and  his  observer  are  set 
up  25  to  175  yards  away.

Weiner  has  written  many  books 
on  magic  and  tricks,  and  says  that 
most  magicians  now  cut  a card  deck 
in  a way  that  was  designed  by 
Weiner. 

"I  can  also  make  my  pulse  stop, 
which  anybody  can  really  do,  but  I 
believe  I am  the  only  person  in  the 
world  who  can  regulate  my  pulse  to 
the  beat  of  music.  I practice  with  a 
metronome  at  home.” 


Weiner  also  said  the  part  of  his 
act  where  he  puts  a needle  and 
thread  through  his  arm  is  done  with 
many  years  of  practice  and  much 
concentration  and  is  not  a fake. 


"Mr.  Fingers”  is  considered  a 
great  sleight  of  hand  artist  not 
because  of  the  tricks  he  does  but 
because  of  the  size  of  his  hand. 


"I  have  a very  small  hand,  so 
small  that  I am  not  supposed  to  be 
able  to  palm  cards.  Because  I can 
palm  cards  with  small  hands,  I am 
considered  a great  artist." 

Weiner  only  plays  to  college 
audiences  because  "college  kids 
are  the  best  audience  in  the  world. 
They  are  attentive,  enthusiastic 
and  just  fun  to  perform  for."

Wolves  take  1st  upset

ll  was  a disappointing  day  for  the 
Wolves  of  JJC.  as  they  were  upset 
by  Harper  Community  College  14-9 
last  Saturday  afternoon. 

It  was  the  first  loss  of  the  season 
for  the  Wolves.  However,  the 
Wolves'  still  have  a chance  to  host 
the  Midwest  Bowl  if  Wright  Junior 
College  beats  Harper  this  week- 
end. 

The  loss  drops  the  Wolves' 
record  to  6-1  overall  and  5-1  in  the 
conference.  The  Wolves'  hope  to 
be  8-1  after  they  play  both  Rock 
Valley  and  Thornton  Community 
Colleges. 

The  defense,  which  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  nation,  gave  up  343  total 
yards  and  24  first  downs.  The  14 
points  they  gave  up  is  the  most 
they’ve  given  up  this  season. 
However,  the  mighty  Wolves' 
defense  has  only  given  up  an 
average  of  4.6  points  a game. 

After  its  43-point  outburst  last 
week,  the  offense  was  only  able  to 
score  one  touchdown  against 
Harper.  It  came  midway  through 
the  first  quarter,  when  sophomore 


running  back  George  Ervin  scored 
on  a 35-yard  run  to  make  the  score 
6-0.  George  carried  the  ball  a total 
of  14  times  for  67  yards. 

Early  in  the  third  quarter,  with 
the  score  7-6  in  favor  of  Harper, 
sophomore  kicker  Greg  Stum 
booted  a 35-yard  field  goal  to  put 
the  Wolves  on  top  9-7.  However, 
that  was  all  the  Wolves  could 
muster  the  rest  of  the  day.  Harper 
added  another  touchdown  early  in 
the  fourth  quarter  to  spoil  an 
undefeated  season  for  the  Wolves 
of  JJC. 

The  Wolves  had  _ 245  yards 
rushing,  which  was  led  by  Jerry 
(Juice)  Washington  who  had  96 
yards  in, 13  carries.  Fullback  Kevin 
Phalen  carried  the  ball  only  eight 
times  for  a total  of  45  yards. 
Freshman  Tom  Matichak  gained  34 
yards  in  7 carries.  Tailback  Scott 
Gaertner  who  scored  two  touch- 
downs last  week,  carried  the  ball 
two  times  for  10  yards. 

The  Wolves  will  try  and  get  on 
the  winning  track  Saturday  night, 
as  they  host  Rock  Valley  at  7:30 
p.m.  on  the  bright  green  grass  of 
Joliet  Memorial  Stadium.

Barb  Watters  led  the  netters  in 
points  by  taking  second  in  singles 
play.  A second  was  also  taken  in 
doubles  play  by  Watters  and  Patti 
Kindelspire.  Taking  fourth  in 
doubles  was  Gina  Rigoni  and  Jane 
Kargcs. 

According  to  Coach  John 
Stobart.  competition  between  JJC 
and  Dupage  was  very  close.  Going 


into  the  second  day  of  the  tourney, 
JJC  was  tied  in  points  with  Dupage 

11- 11.  Watters  pulled  that  up  to 

12- 11  with  a singles  win.  but 
Dupage  came  back  to  make  it 
12-12.  Then  Kindelspire  and 
Watters  made  it  13-12  with  a 
doubles  win. 

Going  into  the  final  doubles 
match  with  Dupage.  Kindelspire 
and  Watters  had  Dupage  down  one 
set  and  5-1  in  the  second  when 
Dupage  took  over.

Oct.  31  marked  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  great  magician, 
Harry  Houdini’s  death.  We,  Dave 
Clark,  Nancy  Pohlman  and  1,  were 
at  a seance  to  try  to  contact  the 
spirit  of  the  great  Houdini. 

From  our  seats  in  the  crowded 
room  1 tried  to  decide  who  the 
medium  was.  There  were  two 
women  in  long  black  dresses, 
either  one  could  be  a possibility.  1 
started  to  get  nervous,  thinking 
about  the  ghosts  and  the  screaming 
and  the  pitch  black  that  1 was  sure 
was  about  to  happen. 

My  palms  were  sweating  as  I 
watched  the  people  around  me.  We

were  surrounded  by  Old  Chicago 
employees  dressed  as  vampires 
and  blood  speckled  ghouls.  1 was 
beginning  to  think  this  wasn't  such 
a good  idea. 

The  program  began  with  the 
introduction  of  the  medium.  The 
two  ladies  with  the  black  dresses 
were  seated  in  the  audience.  Jay 
Marshall,  the  medium,  was  a gray 
haired  gentleman  at  least  70  years 
old.  They  didn't  turn  the  lights  out 
and  we  didn't  get  to  hold  hands. 
Shucks. 

There  were  14  participants  in  the 
seance,  all  renowned  magicains 
and  personal  friends  of  Houdini. 
.They  did  some  of  Houdini's  more 
famous  tricks,  including  the  milk 
can  challange. 

Nancy  and  I hopped  up  on  our 


chairs  to  get  a better  view  of  the 
poor  soul  who  was  about  to  drown 
himself  in  a water  Filled  50  gallon 
milk  can.  Being  one  of  those  people 
who  is  lucky  if  she  can  hold  her 
breath  for  30  seconds.  I bepan  to 
get  a little  bit  anxious  as  they 
locked  four  padlocks  on  the  top  of 
the  can.  At  the  end  of  one  minute  I 
was  praying  for  the  poor  man's 
soul.  Less  than  10  seconds  later  he 
came  out  from  behind  the  curtain 
where  the  milk  can  had  been 
placed.  1 relaxed. 

Houdini  spent  the  latter  part  of 
his  career  disproving  spiritualists. 
He  said,  that  if  possible,  he  would 
communicate  from  the  spirit  world. 

With  his  death  came  the 
question  of  whether  the  greatest 
escape  artist  the  world  had  ever 
known  could  escape  death  or  not.

At  his  funeral,  during  part  of  a 
ceremony,  a magic  wand  was  to  be 
broken  to  signify  the  end  of  his 
magical  powers.  That  wand  would 

Each  year  for  10  years  after  his 
death,  the  Houdini  family  held  a 
seance.  At  the  tenth  seance  it 
seemed  that,  as  in  the  past  nine 
seances,  nothing  would  happen. 
Mrs.  Houdini  gave  up  and  left, 
leaving  300  guests  on  a Los 
Angeles  rooftop  where  the  seance 
was  held. 

As  (he  guests  stood  talking, 
thunder  crashed,  rain  fcllout  of  a 
cloudless  sky  and  lightening 
flashed.  The  rain  lasted  for  Five 
minutes  and  didn't  rain  again  for 
the  rest  of  the  evening.  Sandy 


Spillman,  the  conductor  of  the  Los 
Angeles  seance,  was  an  eyewitness 
and  related  the  storv  of  the  tenth 
seance  throujh  a telephone 
connection  from  Los  Angeles. 

There  were  memorial  services  at 
Houdini's  gravesite  Halloween  day 
as  part  of  the  same  commemoration 
of  Houdini  that  the  Old  Chicago 
seance  we  attended  was.  A seance 
was  held  at  Grace  Hospital  in 
Detroit  where  Houdini  died  and 
another  seance  was  held  at  the 
Magic  Castle  in  Los  Angeles. 

1 admit  that  what  1 was 
Halloween  night  was  not  really 
what  1 expected.  Instead  of  crystal 
balls  and  candle  light  I witnessed  a 
gathering  of  professionals  remin- 
iscing about  a man  they  considered 
the  greatest  in  their  field.

Vote  nixes  Rose  Bowl

'The  JJC  football  team  has  the 
Illinois  State  Championship,  but 
the  Junior  Rose  Bowl  is  now  out  of 

JJC's  record  has  nothing  to  do 
with  losing  the  chance  to  play  in  the 
Rose  Bowl  in  Pasadena.  Calif.  A 
decision  made  by  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
(NJCAA)  Executive  Committee 
denied  JJC  the  opportunity. 

The  decision,  reached  Oct. 28,  by 
an  almost  unanimous  vote  of  4-1. 
states,  "a  member  institution  may 
not  play  in  more  than  one  football 
bowl  game  (postseason)  in  one 
footbal  season."  The  team  plans  to 
participate  in  the  Midwest  Bowl. 

Coach  Jerry  Yost  was  surprised 
at  the  decision,  and  feels  that  it  will 
limit  the  choice  of  the  Rose  Bowl 
Selection  Committee.  "They’re  not 
going  to  get  the  best  representative 
for  the  Rose  Bowl"  Yost  said.

NIU  College  admission  director  Tom  Althoff  talks  to  Todd  Schlclds  about  continuing  his  education  at  a four 
year  Institution.

Have  you  ever  wondered  what  a 
college  representative  does  all  day, 
besides  sit  on  the  bridge  behind  a 
pile  of  brochures? 

Tom  Althoff.  Assistant  Director 
of  Admissions  at  Northern  Univer- 
sity in  Dekalb,  says  his  main 
purpose  is  to  provide  basic 
information  on  admission  require- 
ments. programs  offered,  and 
Financial  aid. 

Althoff  visits  on  an  average  of  8 
to  10  high  schools  and  one 
community  college  a week.  He 
spends  about  an  hour  in  each  high 
school  depending  on  how  much 
interest  is  shown  and  an  entire  day 
at  a community  college.  Also,  four 
nights  a week  are  taken  up  by 
college  night  programs  in  which 
high  schools  invite  many  colleges 
to  come  and  answer  questions. 

"There's  a difference  between 
the  approach  of  a university  like 
Northern  and  a private  college." 
says  Althoff.  "A  private  college 
actively  seeks  to  recruit  a certain 
type  of  student  . whereas  my 
function  is  public  relations. 
Recruitment  doesn't  come  into  play 


as  a state  supported  university  has 
a responsibility  to  be  available  to 
all  students." 

"I  like  to  have  a dialogue  not  a 
monologue  with  the  students.  I tell 
them  about  the  location,  programs, 
and  special  requirements  and 
answer  all  their  questions,”  Althoff 
said. 

Althoff's  duties,  along  with 
visiting  schools,  includes  in-house 
functions  such  as  on-campus 
interviews  with  parents  and 
students,  application  processing, 
distributing  information  pertaining 
to  the  university  and  all  special 
projects  related  to  office  functions. 

"The  first  three  month  of  fall 
semester  arc  really  busy."  said 
Althoff.  "Northern  is  rather  unique 
though  as  we  rarely  make 
overnight  stays.  Most  of  our  vistis 
are  in  community  range  of  the 
university  and  we  make  no 
out-of-state  visits  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Gary  and  Hammond." 

"I  like  my  job,"  continued 
Althoff.  "I  enjoy  meeting  new 
people  all  the  time  and  telling  them 
about  Northern.  1 think  it's  a pretty 
good  school." 


from  Rose  Bowl  Committeeman 
Glen  Davis  telling  him  that  JJC  was 
being  considered  for  the  Rose  Bowl 
and  requesting  a resume  of  the 
team.  Yost  had  material  ready  to  be 
sent  when  news  of  the  NJCAA 
decision  reached  him. 

It  is  true.  Yost  admitted,  that  a 
team  could  bow  out  of  a bowl  game 
in  hope  of  being  invited  to  the  Rose 
Bowl,  but  with  such  competition  for 
that  honor  it  would  be  a big 
gamble.  "I  will  not  even  consider 
not  playing  in  the  Midwest  Bowl." 
said  Yost. 


The  idea,  continued  Yost,  is  to 
encourage  participation  in  the 
Midwest  Bowl.  Because  the 
competing  teams  are  highly 
ranked,  the  game  is  a prestigous 

Yost  wants  to  make  the  Midwest 
Bowl  a community  project.  As  Yost 
said.  "JJC  is  the  only  college 
football  team  in  the  area.  We 


represent  Lewis,  we  represent  St. 
Francis  and  we  represent  the  JJC 
district  community."  Coach  Yost 
feels  that  everyone  should  be 
involved.  He  wants  to  show  the 


Rochester  Community  College 
and  Crookston  Community  College 
are  still  battling  it  out  in  Minnesota 
to  see  who  will  be  the  Minnesota 
champ.  Both  colleges  face  the  same 
decision  JJC  faced,  whether  to  play 
in  the  Midwest  Bowl  or  hope  for  the 
Rose  Bowl.

Twice  this  semester  the  students 
have  been  subjected  to  a two  hour 
"floating  activity”  period  where 
clubs  and  organizations  were  to 
gather  their  members  and  have 
meetings. 

So  far,  the  floating  periods  have 
bombed  and  provided  the  general 
student  body  with  nothing  more 
than  two  extra  hours  of  sleep. 

The  first  activity  period  was  a 
combination  of  poor  scheduling  and 
total  student  apathy.  It  was 
scheduled  for  8 a. m.  to  10  a.m.  on  a 
Monday  morning  and  was  de- 
servedly non-active. 


The  second  one  last  Monday  also 
proved  to  be  badly  attended,  as  can 
be  evidenced  by  the  half-empty 
parking  lots  we  observed.

Herd  swings  tonight 


Woody  Herman,  and  his  Herd, 
internationally  noted  Jazz  band, 
will  perform  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  tonight  at  8:00  p.m.  Tickets 
are  S3. 50  for  general  admission  and 
S3. 00  to  holders  of  JJC  I.D.'s 

Herman  celebrates,  his  40th  year 
as  a bandleader,  this  year. 
According  to  JJC  Jazz  Band 
Director,  Jerry  Lewis,  he  is 
presently  utilizing  many  of  the 
sounds  of  today's  pop  music  within 
the  classic  big-band  jazz  frame- 
work. Some  of  the  contemporary 
arrangements  performed  by  the 
band  include  Herbie  Hancock's 
"Fat  Mama”,  Gilbert  O’Sullivan's 
"Alone  Again  Naturally”  (specially 
arranged  to  feature  Bob  Burgess' 
trombone  and  Woody's  soprano 
sax),  and  Carole  King's  "It's  Too 
Late  Baby." 

For  those  who  have  been 
Herman  fans  through  the  years, 
the  band  does,  straight-ahead  and 
swinging,  "The  Raven  Speakes", 
"Newport  Reunion”,  and, "Bill's 
Blues”. 

Herman  asserts,  "Today  I am 
consciously  aiming  at  young 
people,  playing  to  them  with  their 
songs,  their  kind  of  feeling.  We  use 
many  popular  tunes  and  rock 
patterns  to  get  to  them-this  opens 
the  door  for  us;  they  can  then 
accept  some  of  the  straight-ahead 
jazz  which  we  also  play." 

He  explains,  "Young  people’s 
tastes  aren't  frozen.  They  have  the 
time,  flexibility,  interest  and 
energy  to  really  groove  on  all  kinds 
of  music.  That’s  the  audience  I 
want  to  build  on,  and  I'm  not  going 
to  do  it  by  confining  myself  to 
30-year  charts  and  40-ycar-old 


music,  good  and  bad." 

One  reviewer  for  The  New 
Yorker  said,  "Rock's  power  is 
electronic;  when  you  listen  to  it  on 
a big  stereo  set,  you’re  very  close 
the  original  music.  But  the  power 
of  brass  ensembles  is  human 
power,  and  no  stereo  set  can  really 
reproduce  it.  When  we  went  to  the 
St.  Regis  Room  to  hear  Woody 
Herman’s  great  jazz  band,  we  got 
our  ears  pinned  to  the  wall  by  thc 
band's  bazooka  brass  section.  It 
felt  good.” 

In  discussing  the  success  of  the 
big  jazz  bands,  Herman  said, 
"There  are  probably  more  people 
playing  big  band  jazz  now  than  at 
any  other  time  in  history.  You 
wouldn't  believe  what  is  going  on 
in  the  schools.  There  are 
twenty-five  to  thirty-five  thousand 
bands--not  players.  And  some  of 
them  are  so  good  that  they  would 
scare  you  to  death.  And  there's 
probably  an  equal  number  of  bands 
in  the  colleges  and  junior  colleges. 
Man.  that's  a lot  of  bands.  Those 


kids  know  that  this  music  is  about 
music.  It’s  about  jazz.  It's  about 
excitement.  It  has  nothing  to  do 
with  nostalgia." 

Bom  Woodrow  Charles  Herman 
on  May  16,  1913,  in  Milwaukee, 
Woody  was  only  six  years  old  when 
his  show-business  father  began 
pushing  him  onto  stages  as  a 
singer-dancer.  At  17,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Tom  Gerun  Band, 
and  a few  years  later,  joined  the  old 
Isham  Jones  Band.  When  Jones 
dissolved  thc  group  in  1936, 
Herman  recognized  it  as  “the  Band 
that  Plays  the  Blues."  Then  in  the 
early  40’s  came  Woody  Herman 
and  thc  Herd. 

Herman  spends  only  about  six 
weeks  a year  in  thc  Hollywood 
home  that  used  to  belong  to 
Humphrey  Bogart.  The  rest  of  the 
time,  he  is  on  thc  road  playing 
more  than  200  concerts.  He  never 
speaks  of  retiring.  “I  can't  feature 
quitting,"  he  says.  “It  seems  that 
I've  been  out  there  forever."

Dear  Dave  and  Paula, 

Print  this  only  if  you  want. 

Does  Paula  have  anything  to  do 
with  "Editorially  speaking”? 
Somehow  I doubt  it.  I’ve  been 
impressed  by  her  interviewing.  She 
asks  intelligent  questions  and 
keeps  digging  to  understand.  Then 
she  assembles  the  information  in  a 
pleasing,  obviously  logical  manner 
and  writes  solid  sentences. 

The  last  two  "editorials”  have 
been  the  exact  opposite  of  the 
Paula  I describe.  Your  endorse- 
ments were  silly  but  not  funny.  The 
article  gave  the  impression  of 
profound  inattention  to  the  facts. 
The  editors  appeared  to  represent 
as  Truth  the  allegations  made  by 
Senator  Dole  in  his  most  casual 
moments.  It  was  painfully  obvious 
that  no  attempt  was  made  to  sort 
out  cheap  shots  from  valid 
criticism. 

Similarly,  the  “floating  activity 
period”  is  not  something  to  be 
judged  on  the  basis  of  how  many 
cars  were  in  the  parking  lot.  Not 
one  paying  student  has  complained 
to  me  about  missing  class. 

Moreover,  literally  years  of 
discussion  (in  S.G.A.,  the  Com- 
munications Committee.  Depart- 
mental Chairmen's  meetings, 
Cabindt  meetings.  Board  of 


Trustees  meetings,  etc.)  preceded 
this  experiment.  To  my  own 
personal  knowledge,  at  least  two 
hours  of  meetings  just  this  week 
were  devoted  to  analyzing  and 
evaluating  these  meetings.  A lot  of 
people  (faculty  and  students)  have 
found  it  invaluable  to  have  a time 
available  when  all  the  people  who 
need  to  get  together  can  get 
together.  At  a commuter  college, 
such  a procedure  is  obviously  more 
necessary  than  at  a residential 
campus,  not  less  as  you  state. 
Moreover,  the  work  accomplished 
at  these  times  shouldn't  be 
measured  only  by  the  number  of 
participants.  Many  other  variables 
are  involved. 

One  gets  the  impression  that  the 
editor(s)  is  unaware  of  all  the 
meetings  and  activities  that  are 
going  on  at  J.J.C.  and  not  reading 
or  listening  to  the  ideas  of  Jimmy 
Carter.  My  suggestion  is  that  your 
editorials  need  to  be  based  on 
something  more  substantial  than  a 
Johnny  Carson  monologue  or  a bull 
session  in  the  cafeteria.  Un- 
necessary editorials  just  waste 
space  paid  for  by  student  activity

The  Wolves,  who  have  a record 
of  8-1,  will  host  the  Midwest  Bowl 
here  at  Joliet  Memorial  Staduim, 
Saturday  at  7:30  p.m.  The  Midwest 
Bowl  will  feature  the  No.  2 rated 
team  in  the  nation,  Rochester,  of 
Minnesota,  against  the  Wolves  of 
JJC.

Wolves  fourth  in  nation! 
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Geller  psyches  large  turnout

Is  Uri  Geller  a charlatan,  or  are 
his  “powers''  real?

A similar  demonstration  followed 
in  which  the  name  of  a city,  a 
simple  drawing  and  a number 
between  one  and  100  were  written 
on  the  chalk  board.  Geller  correctly 
stated  that  the  city  was  Cape  Town, 
the  drawing  was  that  of  a cat’s  face 
and  the  number  was  71. 

Geller  explained  to  the  audience 
how  he  sees  the  numbers,  figures 
and  city  names.  He  said  that  he 


envisions  a screen,  similar  to  a 
television  screen,  inside  his  head. 
When  telepathy  begins  to  work,  a 
gray  streak  appears  to  pierce  the 
screen  and  forms  the  word,  number 
or  picture. 

One  partial  failure  in  telepathy 
demonstration  occured  when  Geller 
tried  to  pick  out  what  a girl  from 
the  audience  was  wearing  while  he 
was  blind  folded.  Although  he 
partially  described  her  attire,  he 
wasn't  completely  correct.  How- 
ever, he  gracefully  smoothed  over 
his  mistake  by  describing  to  the  girl 
what  color  bra  she  was  wearing. 

From  there  Geller  moved  into  the 
area  of  psychokineses  or  mind  over 
matter.  He  instructed  the  audience 
to  bring  their  broken  watches  to  the 
stage.  Crowds  of  people  descended 
on  the  stage  to  offer  up  between  50 
to  75  watches,  some  of  which  had 
parts  missing  or  were  more  than  50 
years  old. 

Geller  then  brought  a little  girl 
on  stage  and  instructed  her  to  hold 
one  of  the  watches  and  shout 
"work"  at  the  count  of  three  along 
with  the  audience.  The  watch 
started  working,  along  with  several 
others  on  the  floor  in  front  of  him. 
After  several  other  tries,  many 
more  of  the  watches  began  ticking. 
Even  a small  clock  after  several 
tries  began  working. 


This  phenomena  was  explained 
through  what  Geller  called  his 
“power  to  make  the  broken  springs 
weld  together”.  Children  also  help 
this  process  because  "their  minds 
are  not  corrupted  through  skepti- 

One  skeptic,  a magician,  explain- 
ed to  reporters  after  the  lecture 
that  no  special  powers  are  needed 
to  make  the  watches  work.  He 
explained  that  the  vibrations  from 
Geller  stomping  on  the  floor  as  well 
as  from  the  shouting  may  have 
caused  the  watches  to  start  ticking 
temporarily. 

The  most  impressive  demonstra- 
tion of  the  evening  came  when 
Geller  began  bending  keys  and 
spoons.  Audience  members  were 
instructed  to  hold  their  bunches  of 
keys  in  their  hands  so  that  "the 
metal  in  the  spoon  could  draw 
engery  from  the  keys,"  Geller  said. 
After  several  minutes  of  gentle 
stroking  on  the  thin  part  of  the 
spoon.  Geller  began  bending  the 
spoon  back  and  forth  as  if  it  were  a 
piece  of  rubber.  After  a few  more 
seconds  of  stroking,  the  neck  of  the 
spoon  broke  oft  completely. 

Geller  denied  that  he  used 
chemicals  on  his  fingers  to  break 
the  spoon  nor  did  he  have  a laser 
beam  in  his  belt,  contrary  to  what 
many  magicians  say. 


One  possible  explanation  for  the 
spoon  bending  came  from  the 
magician.  He  said  that  the  spoon 
could  have  been  broken  before  the 
performance  'and  then  put  back 
together  with  wax. 

As  Geller  worked  on  stage  to 
bend  the  spoon,  two  members  of 
the  audience  also  brought  forth 
spoons  which  they  claimed  to  have 
bent  to  90  degree  angles  using  only 
gentle  rubbing.  Other  audience 
members  found  that  their  keys  bent 
in  their  hands  while  Geller  worked 
with  the  spoon. 

Geller  first  discovered  he  could 
bend  spoons  and  other  metal 
objects  at  the  age  of  four.  From 
there  he  graduated  to  mental 
telepathy.  He  discovered  in  school 
that  he  could  see  the  answers  to 
test  questions  in  his  classmates’ 
minds  as  well  as  from  the 
instructor. 

Geller’s  fame  did  not  spread  to 
the  U.S.  until  four  years  ago  when 
astronaut  Edgar  Mitchell  brought 
him  to  the  U.S.  to  test  Geller’s 
powers  under  controlled  laboratory 
conditions. 

While  being  tested  at  Stanford 
University,  Geller  claimed  to  have 
caused  computer  tapes  in  the 
building  to  be  erased.

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Geller  bends  skeptic ’s  mind

Is  the  hand  really  quicker  than 
the  eye?  Is  Uri  Geller  just  a great 
magician  or  can  he  really  do  the 
things  he  says  he  can?  In  an 
exclusive  interview  granted  by 
Geller.  Blazer  staffers  Jeff  Korst 
and  Paula  Musich  sought  to  answer 
this  question. 

Geller  openly  admitted  that 
magicians  can  reproduce  his  feats 
of  mental  telepathy  and  psycho- 
kinesis through  trickery.  However, 
he  denied  that  he  uses  trickery  and 
that  he  was  ever  a magician, 
contrary  to  numerous  magazine 
articles.  Geller  brushed  aside  the 
articles  saying.  "1  have  no  control 
over  people  who  misinterpret  me." 

Magicians  have  accused  Geller 
of  using  laser  beams  in  his  belt  to 
bend  metal  objects  or  of  using-  a 
chemical  on  his  fingers.  Geller  put 
down  this  arguement  saying.  "If  I 
used  chemicals  on  my  hands,  don't 
iou  think  they'd  be  badly  burned 
by  now?"

Other  tests  have  been  taken  to 
confirm  Geller's  powers  at  UCLA. 
Kent  State  and  the  University  of 
London.  He  is  currently  being 
tested  at  the  American  Naval 
Surface  Weapons  Center. 

Geller  feels  that  these  tests,  as 
well  as  his  lecture  demonstrations, 
are  important  because  the  science 
world  should  recognize  his  powers 
and  research  them.

Geller  offered  to  show  us  how  he 
bends  keys.

The  demonstration  that  followed 
gave  us  an  idea  of  his  mental 
telepathy  powers.  Geller  proceeded 
to  draw  a simple  figure  which  he 
concealed  from  our  view.  He  then 
instructed  us  to  draw  the  first 
picture  that  came  into  our  minds. 
Our  pictures,  however,  did  not  co- 
incide. Not  wishing  to  accept  a 
failure,  Geller  repeated  the 
demonstration  using  numbers 
between  one  and  100. 

As  he  spoke,  the  number  23 
came  into  my  head.  But.  he  hadn't 
even  begun  to  write  his  number. 
So.  1 brushed  aside  my  first 
number  and  concentrated  on 
another  number.  After  a few 
minutes,  Geller  asked  me,  what 
number  I wrote  down.  1 gave  him 
the  second  number,  and  once  again 
he  had  failed.  Feeling  confidant 


is  not  unique  and  that  others  have 
the  same  power  he  has.  He  warned 
the  audience  that  Russia  may 
devclope  such  an  individaul  who 
can  decipher  military  defense 
codes  from  long  distances.  He  feels 
there  may  be  a race  to  see  who  can 
get  the  other  guy's  secrets  first.

Mitchell  brought  him  to 
the  U.S.  for  testing  at  Stanford 
University.  Other  tests  have  been 
taken  at  UCLA.  Kent  State  and  the 
University  of  London.  Geller  is 
currently  working  with  the  Ameri-

JJC  nabs  $10,900 
land  for  bargain

Joliet  Junior  College  is  the  new 
owner  of  a 1.25  acre  tract  of  land  on 
the  Kankakee  River  that  will  be 
used  for  field  study  and  the 
collection  of  specimens. 

The  triangular  piece  of  land  was 
obtained  free  from  the  federal 
government,  according  the  JJC 
Pres.  Dr.  Harold  McAninch. 

"The  land  was  part  of  the  old 
ammo  plant  property,  and  it  was 
surplus  government  land,”  said 
McAninch.  "So  we  applied  for  it 
through  the  office  of  U.S.  Cong. 
George  O'Brien,  and  he  helped  us 
get  it.  And  since  we  applied  for  the 
land  as  an  institution,  we  got  it  for 
free." 


The  property  is  valued  at 
$10,900.  and  the  school  must  fill 
out  a report  for  the  government 
every  year  for  the  next  30  years 
describing  how  the  institution  is 
using  the  land. 

Also,  the  land  may  only  be  used 
for  educational  purposes,  and  JJC 
won't  have  to  do  anything  to  it 
except  clean  it  up  and  possibly 
erect  a fence  around  the  property. 
The  land  can  only  be  used  for 
educational  purposes. 

The  land  is  located  off  the 
Lorenzo  Road  exit  on  Interstate  55 
south,  at  the  end  of  a frontage  road 
that  is  adjacent  to  the  Kankakee 


finances,  investments,  the  health 
services,  cafeteria,  and  bookstore. 
He  is  also  responsible  for  buildings 
and  grounds. 

A graduate  of  Jllinois  State 
University,  Helton  has  a bachelor's 
degree  in  Business  Education,  a 
master’s  in  Educational  Adminis- 
tration and  is  now  working  on  his 
doctorate  in  educational  adminis- 
tration. 

Helton  was  president  of  the 
Illinois  Association  of  Business 
Officials  for  junior  colleges, 
National  Director  of  Jaycees  at 
Mattoon,  -has  served  on  state 
committees  for  the  development  of 
the  accounting  manuel,  and  has 
served  on  a number  of  finance 
committees.  He  was  also  business 
manager  for  the  Bloomington 
Public  School  system  before  going 
to  Lake  Land. 

Helton  says  that  though  he  plans 
on  staying  at  Juco  for  awhile  he 
someday  plans  to  be  president  of  a 
college. 

"1  find  everyone  friendly  and 
helpful  here  at  Juco,"  says  Helton. 
"I  have  no  definite  plans,  but  we 
want  to  keep  prices  in  the 
bookstore  and  cafeteria  at  a 
break-even  policy.  Eventually  we 
want  the  entire  business  office  to 
be  on  computers  and  I'd  like  to  see 
the  institution  gjow  and  develop  to 
better  serve  the  students.”

Duo  captivates  crowd

"They're  a pain  in  the  ass”  was 
Tom  Schmidts'  expressed  opinion 
of  daytime  concerts. 

In  spite  of  that,  he  and  Jim 
Thomas  went  on  to  play  an  hour 
and  a half  of  music  that  could  not 
have  been  improved  by  darkness. 

Jericho  Harp  employed  excellent 
guitar  duos,  precise  harmonizing, 
and.  believe  it  or  not.  a good,  clear 
sound  system  to  entertain  several 
hundred  students  last  week  on 
campus.  Their  repertoire  was 
composed  mostly  of  original 
material  played  in  a style  that  was  a 
combination  of  folk,  country  and 
rock.  It  is  to  their  credit  that 
pleased  and  occasionally  captivated 
their  audience  while  playing  songs 
that  practically  no  one  present  was 
familiar  with. 

Unlike  some  acts  that  have 
graced  this  school's  makeshift 
stages.  Jericho  Harp  was  in  control 
of  their  performance  from  begin- 
ning to  en<J. 

They  rapped  to  the  audience 
without  boring  them  with  a lot  of 
meaningless  drivel,  and  kept  the 
pauses  between  songs  short,  not 
allowing  anyone’s  attention  to 
wander.  The  only  people  that 
seemed  dissappointed  by  the 
concert  were  those  who  had  been 
misled  by  the  group's  name  and 
were  expecting  to  hear  a lot  of  good 
harmonica.  The  harp  was  only  used 
once  in  the  concert. 

The  group's  first  record  is 
scheduled  for  release  in  January. 
The  album,  produced  by  Peter 
Yarrow  and  as  yet  untitled,  will 


feature  the  single  "Harmless 
Lies".  Jericho  Harp  is  hoping 
"Harmless  Lies"  will  turn  into  a hit 
for  them. 

Judging  from  the  reaction  from 
the  crowd  I would  say  that  "The 
Family  Business",  a song  remi- 
niscent of  Harry  Chapin's  "Cats  in 
the  Cradle"  without  Chapin's 
bubblegummy,  repititious  quality,

John  Putticombe  is  a member  of 
the  JC  Players  and  has  had  past 
experience  in  theater. 


William  Shakespeare  was  a 
commcricial  playwright.  He  wrote 
comedies  that  were  suited  to  the 
taste  of  the  English  public  almost 
•400  years  ago. 

These  old  comedies  can  still  be 
played  successfully  provided  (he 
actors  can  bring  their  lines  to  life 
through  lively  acting,  articulation 
and  vocal  color.  With  few 
exceptions.,  the  cast  of  "Twelfth 
Night”  fails  to  do  this. 

It  was  difficult  to  hear  or 
understand  the  lines  as  they  were 
spoken  at. a recent  dress  rehearsal, 
and  the  show's  pace  broke 
frequently  when  the  actors  stum- 
bled over  their  lines. 

"Twelfth  Night"  turned  out  to 
be  a much  better  show  to  watch  as 
the  quality  of  the  acting  is  high,  the 
costumes  interesting  and  the  make 
up  excellent  (good  work.  Roberta 
Drake).  The  players  still  have  a few 
days  to  pull  it  together  and  iron  out 
their  mistakes  before  performances 
begin.  I hope  what  I reviewed  on 
Sunday  is  not  what  opened  last 

Chuck  Jenkins  plays  Orsino  with 
a great  deal  of  stage  presence,  but 
is  overwhelmed  by  his  lines.  Jeff 
Kasper  as  Sir  Toby,  Rick  Decker  as 


Sir  Andrew  and  Joseph  Pavnica  as 
Malvolio  have  the  same  problem 
but  to  a lesser  degree.  The  scene 
where  Malvolio  is  tricked  is 
colorful,  but  too  many  lines  arc 
mangled. 

Pat  Burke  plays  Olivia.  Pat 
bothered  me  because  I got  the 
feeling  that  she  could  do  an 
excellent  job  with  this  part,  but  that 
something  was  holding  her  back. 
Perhaps  the  presence  of  an 
audience  will  bring  out  that  hidden 
quality.  The  scenes  between  Olivia 
and  Viola  arc  the  play's  strong 

Bill  Fannon  plays  Fabian  and 
Dave  Olson  docsen  excellent  job  as 
the  Fool.  Both  of  them  give  the 
impression  that  they  arc  doing 
something  important,  even  when 
you've  lost  track  of  what  is  going 
on.  Ron  Vining  portrays  Antonio. 

Ron  is  great,  even  though  his 
part  is  smalChc  plays  it  with  gusto 
and  delivers  his  lines  loud  and 
clear.  Rick  Graham  seems  to  have 
(rouble  taking  his  part  as  Sebastion 
seriously,  but  he  is  funny 
nonetheless. 

The  play  is  worth  going  to  just  to 
watch  Rick  duel  with  Jeff  Kasper. 
The  scene  comes  off  like  an  Errol 
Flynn  farce.  Dean  Nelson  plays 
Valentine.  Pal  Mooney  portrays 
Curio  and  Shawn  Meyerhoff

The  Wolves  arc  3-1  after  the 
Thanksgiving  tournament  and  their 
only  loss  was  to  Lincoln-Trail  in 
Robinson.  111.  Lineoln-Trail  is  rated 
one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  state. 
However,  all  of  the  players  are 
looking  forward  to  playing  them 
again  and  getting  in  to  the  national 
championship.

The  team  appears  very  close, 
and  feel  they  can  go  all  the  way.

Rinksters  rally  at  Rosalie’s

There  are  always  theaters  or  Old 
Chicago,  but  neither  idea  offers 
much  in  the  way  of  exercise.  Since 
it's  winter,  there  is  ice  skating  or 
sledding,  but  it’s  cold  outside!  Now 
bowling  is  nice  and  warm,  but  it's 
so  ordinary.  How  about  roller 
skating? 

There  is  a brand  new  roller  rink 
in  Crest  Hill  called  Rosalie’s  Crest 
Hill  Roller  Skate.  The  rink,  located 
on  Theodore  Street  south  of  Crest 
Hill  Shopping  Center,  has  been 
carefully  planned  to  provide  a 
friendly  atmosphere  for  people  of 
all  ages. 

The  lobby  is  covered  with  orange 
shag  carpeting  and  is  separated 
from  the  rink  by  only  iron  fences. 

“This  is,"  according  to  guard, 
Crystal  McManauay,  "so  that 
people  both  on  and  off  the  rink  feel 
as  though  they  arc  part  of  what  is 
going  on.  The  concession  area  is 
designed  as  a snack  bar  for  the 
same  reason,  so  they  can  see  what 
is  happening,”  she  continued. 

Rosalie's  has  a stock  of  1,200 
brand  new  rental  skates,  all 
precision  style.  Precision  skates, 


explained  McManauay,  arc  easier 
to  handle  because  the  wheels  are 
softer. 

Skaters  may  bring  their  own 
skates,  but  they  must  meet 
Rosalie's  requirements.  They  must 
have  toe  stops  and  may  not  be 
sidewalk  skates.  All  cases  are 
inspected  before  skaters  enter  the 
rink  and  before  they  leave  as  a 
means  of  protecting  the  rink  from 
theft  said  McManauay. 

Once  inside,  she  went  on, 
skaters  are  asked  to  check  their - 
personal  belongings.  This  protects 
skaters  from  losing  their  belong- 
ings and  keeps  the  rink  un- 
cluttered. 

If  someone  fails  to  check  his 
things,  McManauay  said  they  are 
picked  up  by  employees  and 
returned  only  after  a 20  cent  fee  is 
payed.  It  costs  only  10  cents  to' 
check  items. 

The  hard  maple  floor  covers  an 
area  125  x 70  feet,  and  is  sunk  six 
inches  below  the  lobby  floor.  This 
is  another  safety  feature, 
McManauay  explained.  People 
must  slow  down  and  step  off  the 
rink  instead  of  skating  off  the  rink

at  top  speed. 

Guests  skate  to  current  top  40 
music  fed  through  four  speakers 
suspended  over  the  center  of  the 
rink.  The  floor  is  lit  by  black,  red 
and  white  lights,  and  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  during  boys  and 
girl's  skates,  strobe  lights  are  lit  for 
additional  effect. 

A stage  at  one  end  of  the  rink  is 
provided  for  special  skating 
parties.  Parties  arc  offered  for 
groups  of  15  or  more.  There  is  a 
party  room  where  refreshments 
provided  by  Rosalie's  are  served. 


Rosalie  offers  special  nights  for 
special  groups  said  McManauay. 
Family  night,  for  example,  is  from 
6:30  to  9:30  p.m.  every  Sunday. 
Families  of  up  to  five  pay  an 
admission  fee  of  S3  and  add  75 


Little  people  as  well  as  big  people 
have  been  provided  for  at  the 
skating  rink  as  shown  with  short 
and  tall  mirrors  and  sinks. 


cents  for  each  skate  rental.  Another 
special  night,  she  added,  is  adult 
night.  Every  Thursday  from  7 to  10 
p.m.  organ  music  and  "oldies  but 
goodies"  are  played.  Admission  for 
most  skating  sessions  is  S2.75. 

Hiere  are  32  arcade  games  and 
two  pool  tables  at  one  endof  the 
rink.  Rosalie  planned  her  rink  to 
benefit  teenagers  and  small 
children.  There  are  sinks,  mirrors, 
telephones  and  water  fountains  set 
low  enough  for  small  children  to 
reach. 

There  is  also  a "parent's  comer” 
for  locating  people.  When  a person 
is  paged,  he  knows  exactly  where 
to  find  the  person  who  paged  him. 
Tags  for  checking  coats  and  other 
belongings  are  color  coded  because 
as  McManauay  said,  "it’s  easier 
for  a child  to  remember  a color  than 
a number.” 

The  whole  rink  strikes  one  as 
being  someone's  dream  of  the 
perfect  roller  rink,  namely, 
Rosalie's.  Her  office  has  a window 
that  runs  almost  the  entire  length 
of  one  wall.  She  can  see  everything 


that  is  happening  on  the  rink  one 
floor  below  her. 

Rosalie  has  her  own  private 
shower,  and  in  her  office  is  a sofa 
that  will  fold  into  a queen  sized 
bed.  in  the  comer  is  a Fireplace. 
According  to  McManauay.  Rosalie 
is  almost  always  there  and  if  one  of 
her  two  children  is  ill.  they  come 
with  her  and  make  themselves  at 
home  in  the  folding  bed. 

The  rink,  McManauay  said,  is 
family  run.  Rosalie's  parents  and 
her  husband  also  work  there.  It's  a 
home  away  from  home  and  is 
protected  the  wav  a home  would 
be.  Smoking  is  not  allowed.  People 
under  the  influence  of  alcohol  will 
not  be  admitted.  There  is  a dress 
code.  Tom  clothing,  muscle  shirts, 
bare  midriffs  and  obscene  patches 
or  clothing  are  not  allowed.  All 
undergarments  must  be  worn. 

Skating  lessons  are  given  by  a 
professional  skater  every  Saturday 
from  10  a. m.  to  noon.  They  hope, 
according  to  McManauay,  to  form  a 
skating  team  and  are  planning  on 
giving  competition  skating  lessons 
on  Saturdays  from  8 to  10  a.m.

Tuesday  night  as  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Wabonsce  Community  College 
scored  4 straight  points  in  the  last 
two  minutes  of  play  to  defeat  the 
Wolves  85-81. 

The  Wolves  were  trailing  the 
whole  game,  until  the  final  four 


minutes  of  play.  With  the  score 
80-71  in  favor  of  Waubonsee,  the 
Wolves  began  to  penetrate,  as  they 
scored  10  straight  pointsjojake  the 
lead  81-80. 

That's  when  the  roof  fell  in,  as 
Waubonsee  scored  4 points  to  ice 
up  the  victory. 

With  the  score  83-81  in  favor  of 
Waubonsee.  the  Wolves  threw  the 


ball  out  of  bounds.  That  gave 
Waubonsee  the  ball  with  just  24 
seconds  left  in  the  contest.  The 
Wolves  were  then  forced  to  foul 
Waubonsee.  and  they  made  both 
free  throws  to  ice  up  an  85-81 
victory. 

Some  of  the  Joliet  players  were 
upset,  because  they  felt  the  officals 
were  not  calling  fouls.  Number  68 
forward,  Arnette  Hallman,  was 
given  an  elbow  right  across  the  side 
of  his  head.  There  was  no  foul 
called. 

Also  another  Joliet  player  was 
slugged  in  the  mouth,  and  was 
unable  to  attend  school  the  next 
day  because  he  had  to  visit  the 
dentist. 

One  of  the  players  said, 
‘‘They’re  not  calling  nothing  out 
there.”  One  Joliet  player  was 
shoved  from  behind,  still  nothing 
was  called. 

That,  however,  was  not  the 
reason  for  the  Wolves  losing  the 
game.  The  Wolves  had  problems 
holding  on  to  the  ball.  When  one  of 
the  Wolves  dribbled  down  court,  he 


would  either  have  it  taken  away 
from  behind  or  he  would  have  it 
intercepted. 

The  Wolves  had  trouble  at  the 
free  throw  line,  as  they  were  not 
able  to  make  the  key  free  throws.  In 
the  final  period,  the  Wolves  were 
beginning  to  close  in;  however,  the 
free  throw  shooting  hurt  them  as 
they  could  not  make  the  free 
throws. 

The  players  are  upset  that  they 
have  not  performed  up  to  their 
capabilities.  They're  concerned 
because  they  want  to  be  winners  to 
participate  in  the  Nationals. 

As  a team  this  season,  the 
Wolves  are  shooting  57%  from  the 
free  throw  line.  Glen  Beatty  is  the 
leader  on  the  team,  with  78%  of  his 
free  throws. 

The  Wolves  are  shooting  42% 
from  the  field,  with  Joel  Micetich 
leading  the  Wolves  with  50%  of  his 
shots.  Joel  is  also  the  leading 
scorer  on  the  team,  with  a 13.5 
average  points  per  game. 

The  Wolves  made  9 out  of  19  free 
throws;  they  had  19  turnovers.
